Source stated that this meeting would be held upstairs 
and that it would foe a staff meeting. Source also 1 stated 
that the enclosed literature was furnished to him by an 
unidentified Negro female who he described as the secretary 
of the BPP in lew Haven. y' ! ; v ;; '7';' 

On. April 2, 1969, NH T<=2 furnished an eight page BPP handout 
which was obtained at a BPP lecture given by JOSE RENE 
GONZALF1Z. Source stated that. this lecture was also conducted 
by Mrs. ERICKA MJGGINS, who was introduced as the "political 
education instructor ©f the BPP, 00 and WARREN KIMBRO, a 
Community Progress Incorporated neighborhood worker, who has 
been identified as a party- member ©f the BPP at New Haven. 
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This meeting was held at the Bethesda Lutheran Church on 

Whitney Avenue, New Haven, Connecticut. 

Page one of the above mentioned handout contained a BPP 
proposal, concerning State Highway Route 34. 

Page two was a speech toy State Captain J©SR RENE GONZALVEZ 
which was recorded at the lilitant House of Strength, 
Stamford, Connecticut. 

Page three was a speech to the college students by JOSE 
RENE GONZALPSZ. 

Page four was an ©pen letter from the MTOSlNs family.

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The source stated that page five contained four revolutionary 
poems. Pag® six contained the Ten Point Program and platford. 

Page seven contained, th® Panther Pocket Lawyer of Legal First 
Aid. Pag© eight contained the rules of thb BPP. 

The same source advised that there were eight members of the 
BPP of New Haven in attendance. GONZALVEZ, Mrs. HUGGINS and 
KIMBRO sat at th© head table and discussed the Panthers' 
revolutionary aims. Th© source stated that the BPP was preparing 
the people for a revolution against capitalism, imperialism, 
racism, and pigism. He stated that there were approximately 
75 peopl© in attendance, mostly white and members of the 
Bethesda Lutheran Church .. ■ . . 

He advised that Mrs. HUGGINS said "we do not plan to expose 
our tactics because w® don't know what they are. But we 
plan to exhaust all political means first - and they're 
rapidly being exhausted... We realize that before we exhaust 
all political means it will be years and years. And if we 
take t© th© stre®£®, it will be years and years." 

Source stated that they claimed that the party was not yet 
open to whit® members, but that they were Aot a gang, but 
a political party and they did work with all groups, working 
for the people not just black people, but all the oppressed' 
people. 

GONZALVEZ stated "th® party was opposed to capitalism. It's not . 
just whit© capitalism, we're dealing with. It's capitalism, 
period... Money power can destroy people.... Without money, things 
would be a little better." 

Source advised that th© party is currently working on three 
programs, ©ne is breakfast for school children, two is a 
liberation school and third is a free clinic in which concerned 
doctors and nurses would give. up their time and some money and 
come into th© black community. 

Source stated that a member of the audience, whom he did not 
know, asked whether th® party comtemplated a direct assault 
upon the United States military. Mrs. HUGGINS answered 
"Look t© Vietnam. Look to Cuba. America is a paper tiger. 

It growls and growls and, growls. If the party decides to fight 
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it will to® at a time and place of their own choosing." 

Source further advised that four of the Panthers present 
were acting as guards and continued to walk around with their 
arms folded checking people for possible weapons. 

Source further stated that GONZALVEZ said "if we have to 

shoot, we 0 !! shoot." 

On April 1, 1969, the "Hartford Courant", a daily newspaper, 
published at Hartford, Connecticut, contained an article 
entitled, "BLACK PANTHERS OUTLINE STAND", as follows: 

"... Mrs. ERICKA HUGGINS is education director of the 
Black Panther Party in New Haven. 

"She defined a Fascist pig: 

"'A Fascist pig is a low-natured beast who has no 
regard for the good of the people. He bites the 
hand that fees him. He can be any color. ' 

"'There are probably some black pigs in this room

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"She said that if a college student is arrested 'for crime 
or dope® the reason for the student's action is that 'he 
had no money or he wanted to escape from the U.S. society.' 

'"What do the Black Panthers think about birth control?* 

a man wanted t© know. 

"'Capitalism and birth control are related. It's genocide. 
It’s killing babies before they are born. We need all the 
little black babies we can get. They’re beautiful and we 
need them to get out there and help change things. ' GONSALVES 
said. 

"Internal Government 


"The man who had asked about capitalism asked about internal 
government in the Panther party. *X hope you reflect and continue 
to ref lect it he will of the people and don't start to dictate

"He was assured by Mrs. HUGGINS that that just couldn't happen. 

The party government is 'democratic centralism. The top sends 
something down and it gets to the people and the people decide, 
and then it goes back to the top, * she said. 

"The question slowed down again and the three at the table ip 
front of the room thanked everybody for coming. 

"Everybody clapped. 

"Them the three Panthers in front. of the room stood up and 
GONSALVES siad,- 'All power to the people. Black power to 
black people. Panther power to the vanguard. * 

"They applauded the audience." 

On April 3, 1969, NH T=3 advised that the BPP continues to 
recruit in the Mew Haven area. Source stated that a membership 
meeting was to be held on Wednesday evening, April 2, 1969, 
at 28ST Putnam Street, New Haven, Connecticut. Source stated, 
that the lew Haven chapter is being controlled by State Captain 
JOSE RIME- GONZALVEZp Field Lieutenant LOONY MCLUCAS, and. Mrs. 
ERICKA HUGGINS,, who has been identified as educational director 
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for th© BPP, Isa the State of Connecticut. Source also 

advised, that th© Mew Haven chapter is lead by WARREH KIMBRO, 

who has been identified as a member, but whose rank in 

the p&r$$ is not presently known. Source also advised that 

several Panthers from th® Bridgeport, Connecticut, charpter 

have come to work in Mew lave®. He estimated the party strength 

in Mew Haven at approximately 20 hardcore members and stated 

that several'mor® could be described as Black Panther sympathizers. 

He also advised that the BPP in Connecticut, is closely 

aligned with the Student® for a Democratic Society (SDS) 


A characterization of SDS is contained in the 
appendix. 


HARTFORD, CONNECTICUT, AREA 

On March 20, 1969, MH T~4 advised that he had been approached 
by a CHARLES LEWIS, on March 19, 1969. 

CHARLES LEWIS has been identified as a black 
militant in Hartford, Connecticut, who is 
employed by Project Mathew, a school run by the 
Urban League for young drop-outs and is located 
at 2106 Main Street, Hartford, Connecticut. 


Source stated that LEWIS asked him if he would allow his sons 
to join the BPP, which was presently recruiting in Hartford, 
Connecticut, and which was using Project Mathew for a base 
of operation. Source stated that LEWIS claimed that LEONARD 
EDWARDS, of Hartford, Connecticut, was assisting him in 
recruiting for th© BPP. 

LEONARD EDWARDS has been identified as a long time 
Slack militant, active in th© Hartford, Connecticut, 
area. 

Source stated that he. was not allowed to join the BPP because 
of his age since LEWIS stated that they are only interested 
in very young people. 
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On March 14, 1969, Mfl T~5 advised that a film showing the 
activities of the BPP was shown at a club house off a Negro 
gang located at the Bellevue Square area of Hartford , 
Connecticut. Source stated that this film was shown to 
approximately 16 Negro boys and that it showed how the BPP 
operates, some off the goals off the party, and some of the 
types of weapons being used, as well as types of explosives. 

The fil« also showed how Negro women are used in the party and 
how they are trained to use weapons and to seige police stations 
Source stated that the name of the film and the operator were 
unknown to him and he described this film as being 8 , way-out"

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) , was started during. December, 1966, 
in Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can. take control of the. life, politics, and the- destiny 

of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGS 
SEALE, BPP Chairman, the 1UEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister 
Of Defense, NEWTON is presently serving a 'sentence of 
two to fifteen years on a conviction off manslaughter in 
connection with the killing off an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther,” . 
which further describes itself as the ’’Black Community 
News Service,” stated that the BPP advocates the use of 
l^uns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of. the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs” who should be killed, 

"The Black Panther” issue off September- 7 ,' 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GBOBgB 
MASON MURMYs which ends with the following;

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government.

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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) , as it is known 
today, came into being at a founding convention held at Port 
Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association of 
young people on the left and has a current program of protest- 
ing the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop a 
conscientious objector status, denouncing United States intern- 
vent ion in the war in Vietnam, and to "radically transform" the 
university community, and provide for its complete control by 
students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when interviewed by a representative of United Press Inter- 
national in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, des- 
cribed the SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the 
Party has "going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National Con- 
vention, an anti-communist proviso was removed from the SDS 
constitution. In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes 
the official publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that 
there are some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The 
national headquarters of this organization as of July 24, }968, 
was located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois .

from their informant on 3/12/69. 


The information stated that on 3/9/69, during 
the afternnon, at the clubhouse of a Negro gang known as 
the Emperors, in the Bellevue Square area of Hartford, 
about 60 boys, all members of the gang, were shown a film 
on the Black Panthers. Those members present were 
supposed to be only the "hardheads" as the others had 
been weeded out. 


The film shown the gang showed activities of 
the Black Panthers, how to operate, some of the goals that 
are to be accomplished, some of the types of weapons 
being used: M-14s, M-16s, sniper type rifles, grenades, 
dynamite, and other types of explosives. 

The film also showed how the women also comprise 
the ranks of the Panthers, and how they are trained in 
the use of weapons, and also a siege of a police station, 
as well as how to go about taking over the station. 

The name of the film and the operator are unknown. 
The informants of the police stated the film was "way out 
in some parts and its ideas, but good in others."

On April 14, 1969, the "Bridgeport Telegram," 
a daily newspaper published at Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
contained an article captioned "Memorial Here for Fire 
Victims*" which set forth in part; 

"An estimated 1,200 people gathered in front of 
City Hall yesterday afternoon for a memorial 
service for the 11 who died in the Arctic street 
fire Easter morning to voice their anger about ' 
housing conditions in Bridgeport.

NH T-2 stated that this 
service was conducted by members of- the Black Panther Party 
for slain Panther Captain 'JOHN JEROME HUGGINS, formerly of 
New Haven, .and for ALPRENTISS BUNCHY CARTER, Deputy Minister 
of Defease. Of. California. NH T-2 stated that Panther 
officials offered eulogies for their comrades who were slain 
in January, 1969 during a power struggle at the University - 
of California at. Lbs Angeles . WARREN OMBRO, the leader 
of the New Haven Branch of the Black Panther Party, read 
exerpts from an account of the -Oakland California --Police 
and Panther confrontation in 1967, in which a policeman and 
a Panther were killed. This article was -allegedly written 
by ELDRXDGE CLEAVER who is identified as the Minister of 
Information for the Black Panther Party.- 

NH T-2 stated there were approximately one hundred 
fifty to two hundred persons at this memorial service and 
that one third were white. NH T-2 advised that literature 
was distributed depicting long-term Panther goals and. rules 
governing Panther behavior* He stated that the rules 
mentioned that drunkenness, the use of narcotics, stealing 
and unnecessary action with firearms are all causes for 
dismissal from the Party. 

During the service the Party called for donations 
and assistance, especially in serving and preparing food for 
the school breakfast program which is sponsored by the Black 
Panther Party.

a weekly newspaper published at Fairfield, Connecticut, 
contained the following article captioned "’Panthers’ Air 
Militant Aims," which set forth in part; 

.The militants movement in Connecticut was 
bared shortly after the first of the year when 
self-styled leader Jose Rene Gonzalez, a native 
of Cuba, arrived in Bridgeport from Oakland, 

Calif., site of the Panthers national headquarters, 
and indicated he was in charge of ’organizing' 
the Nutmeg State. 

"Gonzalez was one of several Panther representatives 
who were 'guests* Sunday night at a meeting at 
the Coalition of Concerned Citizens in the 
Bethesda Lutheran Church, on Whitney Ave., and 
the meeting turned out some strange bedfellows.... 

"Listed at the session as representing the 
Black Panthers, in addition to Gonzalez, were 
Mrs. Ertika Huggins and Warren Kimbro. 

"Kimbro is employed by Community Progress, Inc., 

Elm City anti-poverty agency on the Dwight 
Community Services project, and Mrs. Huggins is 
a veteran of Panther affairs. 

"The group, even though termed a ’militant' 
organization, has come out on the short end of 
things in certain well-publicized clashes with 
enemies v . . 

"The most notable, as far as Connecticut and 
Mrs. Huggins is concerned, occurred on the UCLA 
campus when her husband and another Panther 
leader were shot and killed at a meeting of the 
black students at the university. 

"One of the victims was John J. Huggins, 23, of 
New Haven, described as an area captain for the 
organization, and the BP deputy minister of defense, 
Alprentice Carter.

"She told the assemblage the Panthers are out 
to end police brutality, to put a halt to robbery 
off the : black ; feoffisttunity, for full employment 
for negroes, complete freedom for negroes, and decent 
housing and education for the black community. 

"She also mentioned the exemption of all black 
men from military service, the release of negro 
inmate of local, federal and state prisons and 
the retrial of those blacks released ’by negroes 
only » ’ 

"Mrs. Huggins blanketed the white community in a 
single category - they ’all* are racists - 
explaining that black people aren't, because they 
have no power. She added that the Panthers 
’work very closely* with the Students for a 
Democratic Society. 

"The. woman called for the removal of all ’special 
agents and policemen* from college and high school 
campuses, and went on to rap radio, television 
and the news media for ’keeping people oppressed 
by not reporting- true facts.’ ■ 

"The racist -theme was continued by Gonzalez, who 
informed ■ those present that the BP organization 
is now located in 37 states, with five to 10 
branches in each. 

"Gonzalez told the gathering that Eldridge Cleaver 
was forced to go underground by the party 
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"He also offered a couple of not -so-veiled - 
threats. His party is a revolutionary one, 

Gonzalez said, and will do everything 

necessary to help the people 'one way or another.' 

H© added the Panthers will d© everything in its 
power to stop police brutality ‘by any means 
necessary . ’ - 

"The fact that Gonzalez is a lieutenant in the 
Panthers, and rounding up Spanish-speaking and 
black recruits, does not-' fit in with the 
organization's usual practice. The BP, according 
to California authorities, generally concerns 
itself with blacks and does not associate with 
other ethnic factions. 

"The spokesman added, however, they occasionally 
do band together with Puerto Rican groups or Cuban 
organizations when they wish added strength to 
accomplish something falling into a 'general* 
category. 

"Law enforcement officials in Connecticut acknowledged 
in January they were keeping a wary eye on the 
Panthers . 

"Earlier reports of the organization stemmed from 
Middletown and Hartford although officials in the 
latter said there was no unit there at the time, and * 
the black militants supposedly contacted town 
officials in Hamden during racial disorders at the 
high school. 

"Hamden Police Lt . Donald Rhone said then that while 
telephone callers had described themselves as 
members of the Panthers, none actually had been 
'seen' in the community. 

"The Panthers* garb is black, and their presence at 
meetings is marked by the placing of ’guards* near 
exits, supposedly done as a scare tactic to impress 
the audience.

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BLACK PANTHER PARTY, aka

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, 
in Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE 
SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of 
Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of two to 
fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, ’’The Black Panther," 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," stated that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, .colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom ' 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywhere !" » 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, ".,,we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it ."

Branches 
have been established at various locations throughout the 
United States. 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) , as it is known 
today, came into being at a founding convention held at Port 
Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association of 
young people on the left and has a current program of protest- 
ing the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop a 
conscientious objector status, denouncing United States inter- 
vention in the war in Vietnam, and to "radically transform" the 
university community, and provide for its complete control by 
students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, 
when interviewed by a representative of United Press Inter- 
national in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, des- 
cribed the SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the 
Party has "going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National Con- 
vention, an anti-communist proviso was removed from the SDS 
constitution. In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes 
the official publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that 
there are some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The 
national headquarters of this organization as of July 24, ].968, 
was located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois .

’'Mrs. HUGGINS said there will be ’demonstrations 
at the federal courthouses in each state where 
there is a Panther chapter or branch or where 
there are people interested in putting an end to 
racist courts and hang-men juries. ' 

"Her statement also quoted two Panther goals , 
freedom for all black men held in federal, state, 
county and city prisons and jails and trial ’in a 
court by a jury of their peer group ... as defined 
by the U.S. Constitution.’ 

"The Panthers have been distributing leaflets and 
posters in the community announcing the demonstration. 
Mrs. HUGGINS said there may be some speakers to 
explain NEWTON *s case. ' r A lot of people think he 
was a hoodlum with a gun, ’ she said. 

"Mrs. HUGGINS said 'we intend to do anything to 
disrupt this double standard of justice, ' adding 
she does not mean by physical means, but 'we intend 
to intimidate politically and mentally. 


On April 28, 1969, NH T-l furnished the following flyer 
concerning a BPP rally to be held in New Haven, Connecticut:

On May 1, 1969, NH T-l stated that he attended the rally 
to free HUEY P. NEWTON on May 1, 1969. He stated there 
were approximately 50 Panthers present and that approximately 
35 held large blue flags with the words "'Free HUEY" and 
the emblem of the Black Panther. Source stated that JOSE 
RENE GONZALVEZ, JR. , spoke several times during this rally 
which lasted from 10:00 AM until approximately 1:30 PM. 

JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ has been identified 
as the captain of the BPP in the State 
of Connecticut, with headquarters at 
365 Orchard Street, New Haven, Connecticut. 



Source advised that GONZALVEZ spoke as follows: 

"The people say free HUEY. I wanna hear the 
peqie say free HUEY. Pigs, can you hear the people 
say, free HUEY. And when the people say free HUEY, 
they mean free HUEY and they mean free HUEY right 
now, free HUEY, right now. All power to the people. 
All people must grasp the truth. Political power 
grows out of the barrel of a gun. All power to 
the people. Black power to black people, student 
power to the students, hippie power to the hippies, 
teacher power to the teachers, (oink, oink), and 
Panther power to the vanguard. 
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"HUEY P. NEWTON, Military Minister of the 
Black Panther Party and founder of the Black 
Panther Party, is a political prisoner. He's 
a prisoner because he stood up against the 
power structure, because he said you're not 
going to brutalize my people anymore; because 
h© said I’m not going to let you us@ »® as a 
physical dog, _I never going to let you accuse 
my people, I’m not going to let you use me to 
trap my people either. So therefore, when you 
come into our black colony to brutalize and har° 
ass my people, I’m going to stop you by any 
means necessary. HUEY says you’ve got your 
shotgun and I’ve got mine, the spirit of men 
is greater than man’s technology and that’s 
why HUEY will be free, because the people will 
free HUEY, the people will do it. Not just 
the Panthers, but the people will do it. 

That’s why we got so many people out here. We 
aimt got people here because they came to see 
the Black Panther Party demonstrate. We got 
people here because they want HUEY free. So 
HUEY must be free by any means necessary or the sky 
is the limit. (shouts) The sky is the limit, 
(shouts) That’s what we mean by the sky. 

All pigs must grasp the truth. Black people 
are going to create political power. Political 
power comes out of the barrel of a gun. They got 
a gun (pointed to a policeman) and th<^© holding 
down the power structure and the right arm of the 
power structure. 

"As long as people plan ~ like NIXON and DIRKSEN - 
there will be a need for a Black Panther Party. 

As long as GEORGE WALLACE exists, there will be 
a need for a Black Panther Party. As long as the 
KKK exists, there will be a need for the Black 
Panther Party. As long as the mafia exists there 
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will be a need for the Panther Party. As long 
as the Minutemen exists there will be a need 
for the Black Panther Party. As long as pigs 
brutalize and murder our people, there will be 
a need for the Black Panther Party. A s long as 
the pig power structure continues to pollute 
the earth with its racist actions there will be 
a need for the Black Panther Party. All we want 
to do is free all black people - all oppressed 
people b© they red or yellow, we want to give 
the power to the people." 1

On April 21, 1969, nearly 300 residents of the Hill 
Section of New Haven turned out at Lee High School for 
a public meeting on the Hill's narcotic problem. The 
audience heard several approaches to the solution of 
the drug problem. Among the speakers at this meeting 
was JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ. On April 22, 1969, the ’’New 
Haven Journal Courier,” a daily newspaper published 
at New Haven, Connecticut, contained in part the following: 

"JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ, Connecticut State Captain 
of the Black Panther Party said it would be 
necessary to stop the Mafia from bringing drugs 
into the black communities. The Panthers may 
print posters with the faces of large-operating 
drug gmshers and the caption ’Wanted By The 
People * . ” 
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On April 28 , 1969, a Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) rally was held at Yale University protesting RQTC,

The above public rally was witnessed by agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. Among the speakers was 
Captain GOMZALVEZ of the BPP, for the State of Connecticut, 
who urged support for SDS and the BPP. GOMZALVEZ stated 
that "if you don't start anything, you won’t get anything." 

He also called for "black power for black people, student 
power for the SDS, black power for the BPP, and revolutionary 
power for revolutionists." 

On May 1, 1969, NH T~2 advised that the BPP continues to 
be active in Mew Haven. Source stated that the party has 
been holding meetings, several times a week, in the basement 
of 365 Orchard Street, Mew Haven, Connecticut. He stated 
that WARREN KIMBRO resides in apartment 13 at this address 
and that KIMBRO’s wife recently left him because of his 
activates in the BPP. 


KIMBRO has been identified as the local 
leader in Mew Haven of the BPP and allegedly 
holds the rank of captain. 


BRIDGEPORT, CONNECTICUT CHAPTER 


On April 25, 1969, MH T~3 advised that on April 13, 1969 
JOSEPH RENE GOMZALVEZ, LONNIE MC LUCAS, ER1CKA HUGGINS, 
and TYRONE JEFFRIES, all of whom are members of the BPP, 
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were in Bridgeport, Connecticut. Source stated that these 
individuals were seen at the headquarters of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People which 
is located on Stratford Avenue in Bridgeport, Connecticut.

GEORGE and BELCHER were to have come to Bridgeport 
on May 2, 1969, but did not do so. The exact nature 
of their visit is not known; however, it is known that 
GEORGE is to come to Bridgeport, exact date not known, 
so as to organize the BPP in Bridgeport, GEORGE will 
not stay in Bridgeport, but will organize the BPP and 
then officers for the BPP at Bridgeport, who have not 
been designated as yet, will take over the BPP in 
Bridgeport, The BPP is also interested in organizing 
BPP chapters in Waterbury and Stamford. The BPP is also 
interested in trying to organize the Cuban element in 
Waterbury; It is important for GONZALVEZ to set up 
the various BPP chapters in the state so that he can 
report his activities to the BPP headquarters in Oakland, 
California, After GONZALVEZ has set up these chapters 
he is considered to be a minister of defense and therefore, 
has the authority to declare war. 

While at the BPP headquarters in New Haven, GONZALVEZ 
was heard to state that the BPP in Oakland has a cell 
in the basement of the headquarters. The purpose of 
this cell is to incarcerate BPP leaders who have 
violated various BPP rules.

It had been learned on May 5, 1969, that ten individuals 
were supposed to have come to the rally from New York 
City. These persons did not come to the New Haven rally. 

ERXCKA HUGGINS also spoke. She told the crowd that HUEY 
NEWTON did not shoot the policeman in California. She 
stated that NEWTON should have had Negroes on his jury.

After the rally, the Panthers marched back to 365 Orchard 
Street, New Haven. The group was waiting for a call 
from Oakland, California, but this call was never 
received. 


Three man and one girl came to this rally from the 
Hartford BPP. The names of these people are not known. 

They also went to the apartment on Orchard Street, New Haven, 
with the New Haven BPP.

On 5/26/69, Source advised that on 5/21/69, the Housing 
Authority for the City of Hartford, ^onn. , received a 
letter from one CHARLES BUTCH LEWIS, who identified himself 
in the letter as a. member of the Black Panthers. LEWIS 
requested in his letter that the Housing Authority furnish 
the Black Panther Party with a Community Room whereby the 
BPs could serve breakfast to school children from 7:00am •.

On March 13, 1969, NH T-l furnished the following 
tape recording of statements which were made by ERICKA HUGGINS 
and JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ at a Black Panther Party press 
conference at the Dixwell Community House, New Haven, Connecticut; 

MRS. ERICKA HUGGINS; "The Black Panther Party, New Haven Branch, 

is putting out a press release to 
repudiate statements made by the Mew Haven Federation of Teachers, 
statements Including that the Black panther Party are a group 
of gangsters interested in revolution . To the I Haven Federation 
of Teachers, AFT Local 933, AFL-CIO, from the Black Panther Party, 
New Haven Branch, regarding racist educational policies, we 
have two evils to fight: capitalism and racism. Huey P. Newton. 

'The Black Panther Party wishes to make it clear 
that statements made by ARNOLD EPSTEIN, a blatant and unyielding 
racist, through the New Haven Federation of Teachers, is 
determined to keep black people unaware of the exploitance 
of the school system of which he is part and parcel . We use 
the term 'racist' to define those people who, because of their 
skin color, pre-suppose that their ethnic group is superior 
intellectually, culturally, and physically. Evidently, the 
New Haven Federation of Teachers is talking without any 
knowledge of the subject matter. With no investigation, one 
has no right to speak. The Black Panther Party will support 
and align itself with any group or organization that will 
fight racism, capitalism, imperialism and oppression of 
people all over the world. American city schools are products 
of capitalism and racism. We see here northern racism at its 
peak. Racism coupled with New England conservatism and sor 
called patriotism. Black people today realize that theip 
children are being offered inadequate education by poorly 
trained teachers who have no concern for the children they 
attempt to teach. The Bbck Panther Party believes that if 
society's institutions cannot serve the people, they should not 
exist. To hope that parents and students will find out more 
about the Black Panther Party before taking the word of 
a group of people whose efforts are concentrated on keeping growing 
black men and women intellectually crippled and emotionally 
starved. If there are any teachers who are tired of teaching 
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lies and half-truths to children, black, white, brown or 
yellow, let them come forth to support the change that we hope 
to achieve. We would like to make point 5 of our 10-point 
program a reality. We want an education that exposes the 
true nature of the dacadent American society; we want an 
education that teaches us our true role and our history in 
the present-day society. The mass media have failed to 
relate our true message to the black community because it is 
feared that the Black Panther Party will help to educate 
and organize the masses of oppressed people. We also have 
a solution to that problem. The BPP has a national newspaper 
which expresses everything from the needs of the black people 
to the racist actions of the pig power structure We hope that 
black people will think before they assume that what the 
newspapers print is true. All power to the people, black power 
to black people, Panther power to the vanguard. Thank yoi|. 


Q: "May I ask a qestion? Mrs. HUGGINS, you mention the 

10-point program. I'm not really clear on exactly 
what it is. Will you go over that a little bit. 

H: "The 10-point program is the BPP platform and these 

are 10 basic needs and desires that we feel that 
black people need in America. These 10 points are a compilation 
of things that HUEY P. NEWTON and BOBBY SEALE of the BPP found 
out that black people needed in a door-to-door canvass in the 
Open Bay area . 

Q: "Now these 10 points, are they also part of the 

New Haven Chapter? 

H. "The 10-point program is used as a guideline wherever 

the Black Panther Party is .

Q: "This morning’s paper mentioned that the state 

captAin, JOSS GONZALVSZ, brought some cadre to 
town to institute the Black Panther platform. When and how 
is this going to get started? 

J08E GONZALVSZ: "That's net quite true. Members of the BPP 

from Bridgeport came here to help organize. 

Q: "Oh, from Bridgeport. And then this same organization 

will go on the 10-point program for the platform of this 
city. Can he have your name, please? 

G: "GONZALVSZ 

Q: "So then, that people are coming from California, 

and New Orleans - that's not true? 

G: "No. 

Q: "Now, Mr. GONZALVSZ, do you have any statement to 

make this morning? . . . Just the press release on the 
Federation of Teachers? 

G: "Yes, actually, I would like to say something about 

these quotations. Some of these were stolen from 
GEORGS MURRAY, minister of education of -the BPP, and from 
BOBBY SEALS, chairman of the BPP and now minister of defense; 
and one from HUEY P. NEWTON, minister and. founder of the BPP. 

And these people, as you can see, have committed an act -of thieves 
and I don't see how people with such brains can make so many 
terrible mistakes. Especially when it comes to stealing. And 
as you can see here, without these 3 little dots it means that 
they have taken something from the quotation or added something 
to it . We would like for that incident not to happen again 
because it shouldn't happen. 

Q: "These were the quotations that the Federation of 

Teachers used? 
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Mrs. HUGGINS: "And we do not know where they got the quotes 

and I would think that if they were going to 
take quotes it would seem right that they would ask permission. 

This is usual. It should be done but they took the quotes 
they put them in the little release and they only gAve it to 
the New Haven teachers. They let no one in the community know 
what they were doing this and, of course, they did not let the 
newspaper and other parts of the media know that they were 
doing this. But we see not only that their racism has come to 
the fore, but that their sneaky perversion has come out. You 
se, they're sly racist dogs. 

Q: "Could they have gotten this out of this guide book? 

Etc.? 

H: "I doubt that very seriously. Any of these quotations 

wouldn't be found in the guidebook. 

Q: "They must be worried about the guidebook... 

G: " ...That's exactly what I meant by the pigs. Now how 

many pigs are there? So therefore they don't 
have to recall . . .such a statement . This only goes for pigs . . . 

If you act in the manner of a racis you should be treated like 
one . 

G: "I'd like to say that the BPP is a revolutionary vanguard 

group and it's not a gangster organization. Nor are 
we hoodlums nor do we go out in the community kicking little qld 
laides in the teeth or little babies or other little white kids 
or anything like that. The BPP is tiding to organize the masses! 
of black people and we're not trying to brutalize or kill anybody* 
We did not come here to try to kill any pigs nor did we come 
here to kill any white people. But if people continue to make 
these racist actions then the people will deal with them, not 
the BPP. The BPP does not have to deal with them because the 
people are getting aware of the system and they're getting 
aware of racist actions that the racist pig power structure Is 
bringin upon them and like HUEY P. NEWTONsays, as long as 
racist pigs continue to pollute the earth with their racist actions, 
he deserves no peace by day or by night and that goes for the 
pigs.

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Q: 'Row about this free clinic that you'd like to get 

started? 

H: "Yes, we had a meeting at the Public Health Center 

yesterday and we're hoping in terms of finding 
concerned doctors and nurses in this free clinic because just as 
the educational systems are inadquate, the health care systems 
are inadequate. 

Q: 'Where would you get the money to set up... would you 

go through one of the organizations already in 

existence? 

H: " Probably not . Would you like to talk about that? 

G: ’Yes . Right now all of these things are being worked 

on. We do not expect money from the government on 
this nor from any private agencies or public agencies . We're 
pretty sure that the money will come from the community and from 
interested people. There will be no agencies involved as far 
as they money is conderned . 

H: f Ye hope that if we can get the support of the 

people for this kind of clinic, if we can get the 
people interested in this, they will put what little money 
they have into it along with private donations and it will 
become the people's clinic. 

* • 

Q: T.ny idea when you'd like to git it off the ground? 

H: "As soon as possible. We're working on it now. 

Q: "Your statements about operating without state or 

federal money. Could you tell me how your program < 
differs from that of Hill Parents Association or other groups 
interested in self-determination? 

H: " I don't know exactly how the Hill Parents Association 

works with their money but I do know that the BPP doss 
not accept federal grants, poverty program money, or any 
government money. We work on the fact that we sell things... 
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newspapers, buttons, posters, and we have rallies for 

fund raising and things like that. This money comes from the 

people in the community and we do not exploit the people. 

Any money that we get from newspapers, buttons or posters 
goes right back into the party for making newspapers, buttons 
andposters to help the community in whatever program we're 
trying to establish. 

Q: ’’You mention HUEY NEWTON and two evils to fight, 

capitalism and racism. Why do you consider capitalism 
to be an evil? 

H: "Because it exploits every person in every community, 

not only black people, not only oppressed people, 
but it expbits white people too, whether they know it or not. 
Because capitalism is based on capital, money; that is, as thqve 
are people in power who have the money they're not going to 
arbitrarily share it with people in the community who do not 
have any. We have double standards of living. We have some 
odl woman living probably in Beverly Hills or upstate New 
York in a 20 room house and a poodle and a poor black woman 
with 10 children living in a one room shack. And capitalism 
does this and racism stems from capitalism. We say we want 
a change for all this capitalism, racism, imperialism, and 
oppression, and we would like for the people to decide what 
they would like to put in its place. We don’t believe in 
anarchism - just total destruction with no goals in mind and 
the 10th point of our 10-point program states that we want land, 
bread, housing, clothing, education, justice and peace and a 
United Nations plebiscite, a vote to be held in the black 
colony in which only black colonial subjects participate, to 
determine their national will and destiny. 

Q: "This black colony .. .This would be in the U.S.? 

H.: "We are subjects; you could say that America is a 

white mother country and every so-called ghetto 
is a black colony because we are cordoned off and every profit 
that is made in the black colony is used to fatten the power 
structure and it's just the same kind of colonialism that you 
see all over the world.

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Q: "Criticism that BPP.. tactic of violence? Is there 

any substance to that? 

H: "No. Ve do not believe in violence. We believe 

in self <-defense and thatfe different and I'd like to 
reiterate something I said yesterday. I'll quote from 
8LDRIDGB CLEAVER. "If there is a snake in the backyard with 
your baby and the snake is about to attack you don't kill 
the snake because you hate the snake, you kill the snake 
because you love your baby." 

Q: "Define self-defense in your terms. 

H: "Well, other than the fact that it's a stupid question. 

Yes, I can define it. If you are in the position of 
attack, then it would be advisable to protect yourself. And 
we believe in protecting and defending the black communities 
and we would advise all other oppressed communities to defend 
themselves from the occupying army that comes in the first 
thing in the morning and stays until the last thing at night/ 
that is, the police departments and we If eel that- we should 
be protected from them because they are not protecting the 
people and it's growing fast that theppeopie see that somethin! 
like the St. Valentine's Day Massacre could occure with police, 
with gangsters dressed as police and that 's what it looks like 
now. Because it seems to me that the police are not only 
codrolled by the power structure and they do anything that thpy're 
told to do, no matter what, but the power structure is controlled 
by the Mafia so you see we have gangsters patroling our 
community. 

Q: 'You mention words like oppression and black colony.. 

cordoning. .Why not a mass exodus of Negroes from this 
country, as has been done in other countries? 

H: "Because for one thing, it would be quite silly for 

us to have a mass exodus now because before we dould 
go en masse anywhere we could be killed. You see, we would 
either be killed or stopped and put into a penal institution. 

We don't need to have a mass exodus because we have things to 
fight for right here. We are Afro-Americans. We're not just 
Africans. We're not just Americans. So I would think it would 
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be better if black people in America stayed in America to 
fight those same things that Latin America and Asia have 
been fighting for. The power to determine their destiny in 
their community. 

Q: "Anything else you want to add... 

H: "That’s all, I guess."

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II. ACTS IN FURTHERANCE OF REVOLUTIONARY 

PROGRAM AND POLICIES 


On May 1, 1969, the Black Panther Party of New 
Haven held a rally in support of HUEY P. NEWTON, Black 
Panther Party Minister of Defense, in front of the Post 
Office building, 141 Church Street, New Haven, Connecticut 
This demonstration, which was observed by Special Agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, was conducted by 
approximately forty flag-carrying individuals in Panther 
uniforms, who stood in military fashion in formation 
in front of the Post Office building for approximately 
three hours. The demonstators held blue flags with the 
emblem of the Black Panther and the words "Free Huey" 
written.

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Date May 5, 1969 


Mr. JOHN SWOPE, News Editor, WNHC-Radio, New 
Haven, Connecticut, furnished the following tape recording 
of statements made by JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ and Mrs. ERICKA 
HUGGINS at a demonstration in support of HUEY P. NEWTON, 

Black Panther Party Minister of Defense, Post Office 
Building, New Haven, Connecticut, on May 1, 1969, at approx- 
imately 10 am,: 

JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ: "The people say, 'free HUEY,' I 

wanna hear the people say ’free HUEY.’ 
Pigs, can you hear the people say, 'free HUEY'? And when 
the poople say ’free HUEY,' they mean free HUEY and they 
mean free HUEY right now, free HUEY right now. All power 
to the people. All people must grasp the truth. Political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun. All power to the 
people. Black power to black people, student power to the 
students, hippie power to the hippies, teacher power to the 
teachers (oink, oink), and Panther power to the Vanguard. 

"HUEY P. NEWTON, Military Minister of the Black 
Panther Party and founder of the Black Panther Party, is a 
political prisoner. He's a prisoner because he stood up 
against the power structure, because he said 'you're not going 
to brutalize my people anymore;' because he said 'I'm not 
going to let you use me as a physical dog, 1^ never going 
to let you accuse my people, I'm not going to let you use me 
to trap my people either. So therefore, when you come into 
our black colony to brutalize and harass my people, I'm 
going to stop you by any means necessary,* HUEY says you've 
got your shotgun and I’ve got mine, the spirit of men is 
greater than man’s technology and that’s why HUEY will be 
free, because the people will free HUEY, the people will do 
it. Not just the Panthers, but the people will do it. That's 
why we got so many people out here. We ain't got people here 
because they came to see the Black Panther Party demonstrate. 
We got people here because they want HUEY free. So HUEY 
must be free by any means necessary or the sky is the limit . 
(shouts) The sky is the limit. (shouts) That's what we mean 
by the sky. All pigs must grasp the truty. Black people are 
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going to create political power. Political power comes out 
of the barrel of a gun. They ^meaning policemen) got a 
gun and they're holding down the power structure and the 
right arm of the power structure. 

"As long as people plan - like NIXON and DXRKSEN - 
there will be a need for a Black Panther Party. As long as 
GEORGE WALLACE exists, there will be a need for a Black 
Panther Party. As long as the KKK exists, there will be a 
need for the Black Panther Party. As long as the mafia 
exists there will be a need for the Panther Party. As long 
as the Minutemen exists there will be a need for the Black 
Panther Party. As long as pigs brutalize and murder our 
people, there will be a need for the Black Panther Party. 

As long as the pig power structure continues to pollute 
the earth with its racist actions, there will be a need for the 
Black Panther Party. All we want to do is free all black 
people - all oppressed people, be they red or yellow, we want 
to give the power to the people." 


MR. ERICKA HUGGINS: "I'm going to explain the case of HUEY 

NEWTON. HUEY P. NEWTON, the Minister 
of Defense of the Black Panther Party and one of the founders 
of the Black Panther Party, a black man who is being held in 
San Luis Obispo Men's Colony as a political prisoner. He was 
accused of killing one policeman and wounding another. He did 
not. The wounded officer testified that he never saw a gun In 
the hands of HUEY NEWTON at any time. The wounded officer also 
does not know whether he killed the other officer or not. He 
has a lapse of memory. All pigs do. HUEY NEWTON was 
convicted of voluntary manslaughter which means he shot 
without the intent ti kill when he was carrying a book? He 
was convicted of voluntary manslaughter and sentenced to two 
to fifteen years in jail. His case is being brought up for 
appeal in the San Francisco Federal Court Building this morning 
at 10 a.m. and so we are out here to free HUEY and 'Free HUEY* 
means free all the black people. It means free all black 
people, it means free all Spanish-speaking people, it means 
free all hippies and white radicals, it means free all black 
people. People who get their heads cracked by the pigs. People 
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who have been brutalized and murdered by the pigs. People 
who are under the rule of RICHARD MILHOUSE NIXON. That’s 
what we talk about when he say 'free HUEY.' So 'Free HUEY' 
means free all the oppressed people. Free all black political 
persons. So Free HUEY, Free HUEY, Free HUEY."

On April 28, 1969, a demonstration was held protesting 
the existence of ROTC at Yale University, One of the 
speakers during this rally was JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ, JR - , 
who was introduced as the Captain of the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) . 

GONZALVEZ stated that he was at the rally in order to urge 
support for the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and 
for the BPP. He urged all those present to support these 
two organizations, He stated that "if you don't start 
anything you won’t get anything," He further called for 
"black power for black people, student power for SDS, 
black power for the BPP, aid revolutionary power for the 
revolutionists."

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NH T-3 advised on March 11, 1969, that JOSE RENE 
GONZALVEZ reportedly informed DAVID HILLIARD that the Black 
Panther Party in Connecticut had opened up three chapters, 
GONZALVEZ gave the telephone numbers for the New Haven 
Office as 624-2173 and 624-2174 and the telephone numbers 
of the Bridgeport Office as 261-3313 and 368-9872. 

DAVID HILLIARD has been identified as 
National Headquarters Field Marshal 
of the Black Panther Party, 

On March 14, 1969, NH T-3 advised that GEORGE 
EDWARDS, a member of the Black Panther Party in New Haven, 
reportedly stated that CARVER GENE NEBLETT, from Boston, 
Massachusetts, was spreading a rumor that the Black Panther 
Party in New Haven was an unauthorized chapter and not 
operating legally. EDWARDS stated he later learned that the 
New Haven Chapter was legal and has been authorized through 
JOSE GONZALVEZ. 

GEORG E W. EDWARDS, a male Negro, was 
born 1 FoiA(b) (6) | „ currently resides 

at 9 Hazel Street, New Haven, Connecticut, 
with his common-law wife, LILY FARMER, and 
is unemployed. 

During July, 1967, EDWARDS was observed 
by officers of the New Haven, Connecticut 
Police Department in a Negro neighborhood 
of New Haven making a speech to a group 
of Negroes concerning black power. 

In August, 1967, EDWARDS was observed by 
New Haven police officers making a public 
speech in which he said, "We gotta march 
on down to Washington and get that cat. 

We gotta assassinate that JOHNSON. He 
ain’t done nothing for us. The white man 
has everything." 

The New Haven Police Department 
issued warrants charging EDWARDS with 
threat of committing injury to person 
W or property and on August 6, 1967, 
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EDWARDS was arrested by the New Haven 
Police Department and charged with 
carrying a dangerous weapon and breach 
of the peace. At the time of his arrest, 
EDWARDS was carrying a loaded rifle. 

The above information was furnished to the 
United States Secret Service at New 
Haven since EDWARDS had made threats 
against the President of the United States. 

Records of the New Haven, Connecticut 
Police Department reveal EDWARDS has 
been arrested fourteen times on charges 
including breach of peace, carrying a 
dangerous weapon, inciting injury to 
persons and property, found intoxicated, 
assault with intent to kill, resisting 
a police officer, aggravated assault and 
interfering with a police officer. 

The most recent arrest of EDWARDS was on 
September 23, 1968, when he was charged with 
assault with intent to kill and two counts 
of aggravated assault. These records do not 
reveal any disposition for these charges. 

CARVER GENE NEBLETT has been a leader of 
the Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) in Boston, Massachusetts. 

He is a close friend of STOKELY CARMICHAEL 
and has accompanied CARMICHAEL on trips 
to California, Illinois, Atlanta, and 
Washington, B.C. 

NEBLETT visited Cuba in February of 1968. 

He has been described as the leader of the 
newly formed Black Panther Party

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organization in Boston, Massachusette , 
and is ^believed to be primarily interested 
in the Black Panther Party ratha® than 
SNCC.

On March 19, 1969, :NR T-3 advised that GONZALVBZ 
reportedly had shown a movie on HUEY NEWTON in New Haven, 
Connecticut, and that this showing was not sponsored by the 
Black Panther Party in New Haven, but by some other group. 
GONZALVBZ advised that he would get in touch with brothers 
from the Black Panther Party in New York in order to 
coordinate his activities. He complained that CARVER GENE. 
NEBLETT came into the New Haven territory and absconded with 
money from Party activities. 

On April 7 , 1969, NH T-3 advised that JOSE RENE 
GONZALVBZ of the New Haven Black Panther Party, had closed 
the New Haven Office, which was located at 285 Putnam 
Street, and that he was now operating out of 365 Orchard 
Street, in New Haven. 

NH T-3, on April 16, 1969, advised that a WILBUR 
(last name unknown) , who described himself as in charge 
of the Black Panther Chapter in New Haven, stated that he was 
having trouble with Sister ERSCKA HUGGINS, that she was going 
over his head by contacting other organization and calling 
press conferences.

On February 19, 1969, NH T-4 advised that on the 
evening of February 18, 1969, the Black Panther Party of Boston, 
Massachusetts held a meeting at Opportunities Industrial Center, 

Present at this 
meeting were CARVER NEBLETT off the Boston Black Panther 
Party and JOSE GONZALVEZ from Bridgeport, Connecticut.

Office of the Federal Bureau af Investigation, 205 Church 
Street, New Haven, Connecticut. GONZALVEZ, after being 
advised of the identities of the interviewing Agents , was 
informed that he had the right to remain silent, that 
anything he said could be used against him in court , that 
he had the right to a lawyer for advice before being asked 
any questions and to have a lawyer with .him during questioning.

GONZALVEZ advised he was born I FoiA(b) (6) | „ 

in Cuba, came to the United States with his father during 
1958, when he was 12 years old, and resided in Tampa, Florida. 
GONZALVEZ said his father married an American woman in 
Florida and he, GONZALVEZ, JR., claims derivative United 
States citizenship through his father. He said his natural 
mother continues to reside in Cuba . 

GONZALVEZ stated that he is a Captain in the Black 
Panther Party and was sent to Connecticut by the national 
organization located in Oakland, California, to organize 
the Black Panther Party in this State. GONZALVEZ said he 
had no other employment and he refused to state his current 
residence, but indicated that he resides in the New Haven 
area. He stated that he has received training in California 
as a Black Panther, however, would not elaborate on this 
training. 

GONZALVEZ said he is in charge of the Black Panther 
Party in Connecticut and the current State Headquarters are 
located at 285 Putnam Street, New Haven, Connecticut. He said 
there are Black Panther Party branches in Bridgeport and

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New Haven . He also stated that he is head of the New 
Haven branch of the Black Panther Party. 

GONZALVEZ stated that LQNNSI IC LUCAS is a Field 
Lieutenant of the Black Panther Party and is his assistant 
in the Panthers in Connecticut. He said MC LUCAS is also 
from California and was sent here with him by the National 
Headquarters off the Black Panther Party . 


GONZALVEZ refused to discuss the organizational 
structure of the Black Panther Party in Connecticut and 
refused to comment on. its membership and declined to identify 
any other Black Panthers in the State. GONZALVEZ denied that 
the Black Panther Party advocates violence, stating that he 
purpose of the organization, is to bring the bfcck people 
together to improve their position socially, economically 
and culturally in this country. GONZALVEZ denied knowing 
of any Black Panther Party plan or. plot to attack or harm 
anyone. He. denied knowing of any plan or plot to attack 
or harm any police officer or other law enforcement official. 
GONZALVEZ refused to comment on his possession of weapons 
and his knowledge of weapons in to possession of other 
Black Panther Party members. 

GONZALVEZ denied knowing the present whereabouts 
of LEROY ELB1HBGE CLEAVER, publicly identified as Minister of 
Information off the Black Panther Party, who is a fugitive, 
having been convicted of assault with intent to commit murder. 

GONZALVEZ admitted that he was in Cuba in 1963, 
however, refused to comment further on his visit to Cuba, 
GONZALVEZ denied receiving any type off training in Cuba; 
denied being given any type of assignment by the Cuban 
government, and denied any affiliation with any branch of 
the Cuban government .

LONNIE MC LUCAS, JR, was contacted at Apartment 5, 9 Hazel 
Street, was advised of the identities of the interviewing 
Agents as Special Agents of the FBI and was informed by SA 
STEPHEN J, SLIFKA that he was being interviewed in 
connection with an official investigation concerning the 
activities of the Black Panther Party (BPP). MC LUCAS was 
informed by SA SLIFKA at the outset of the interview that he 
had the right to remain silent, that any statement he made 
could be used against him in court, that he had the right to 
consult a lawyer for advice prior to being questioned and to 
have him present during the questioning, that a lawyer would 
be appointed for him if he could not afford one, that if he 
decided to answer questions without a lawyer being present 
he could discontinue answering at any time and that he had 
the right to stop answering at any time until he talked to a 
lawyer . 

MC LUCAS was furnished an Advice of Rights/Waiver of Rights 
form which he read, stated he understood, and declined to 
execute, stating that he was willing to answer questions 
advanced by the FBI without executing the above form. 

MC LUCAS stepped out of the apartment and was interviewed in 
the entry way of the building and at the time he exited the 
apartment, it was observed that several Negro individuals, 
both male and female, were reclining in the apartment . MC 
LUCAS did not volunteer the identity of the occupants of the 
apartment . 

MC LUCAS furnished the following information: 

He is a member of the Black Panther Party (BPP) and was sent 
to Connecticut from the BPP Headquarters in Oakland, California 
for the purpose of organizing branches of the BPP in Bridgeport, 
and New Haven, Connecticut. He has been staying at the above 
address, which he identified as the residence of GEORGE W. 
EDWARDS, for the "past few days" and has no employment. He 
said he is fully occupied as Field Lieutenant of the BPP in 
Connecticut, is paid for his services, but he declined to 
-furnish any informat ion concerning the amount of his wages. 


On 3/21/69 a t New Haven, Connecticut Fi i 0 # NH 157-1043 
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MC LUCAS said he has been in Connecticut for the past few 
months, said a branch of the BPP has been organized in Bridge- 
port, and that the BPP was in the process of organizing a 
branch in New Haven, Connecticut. He stated that the BPP was 
renting temporary office space at the Hill Parents Association 
Office, 285 Putnam Street, New Haven, Connecticut. He 
declined to furnish any information concerning the number of 
BPP members in Connecticut, claiming that this information was 
"confidential . " 

MC LUCAS stated that JOSS GONZALVEZ was the head of the BPP in • 
Connecticut and held the rank off Captain. He admitted that 
BRADFORD BELCHER held the position off Lieutenant of Labor in 
the BPP in Connecticut and said that PEGGY CARTER periodically 
served as Secretary off Staff for the BPP in Connecticut. 

MC LUCAS was questioned as to whether h© owned or possessed 
any guns and he replied that he personally did not own or possess 
any guns; but he declined to furnish any information concerning 
the possession of any weapons by other BPP members. 

MC LUCAS denied that the BPP espoused hate and the use of 
violence against white people and police. He claimed he had 
a great respect for the FBI whom he Mt was the fairest of all 
police agencies. H® said he would meet with the FBI at any 
time to discuss any matter. 

At this point in the interview, GEORGE W. EDWARDS appared in 
the entry way of the building and was present during the 
remainder off the interview with MC LUCAS. 

MC LUCAS was questioned concerning his printed statement 
entitled, "If I Had" and he admitted that this was his state- 
ment but claimed that the phrase "Kill all the pigs" in this 
statement was not directed toward the FBI and police agencies 
but was directed toward any person who" "acted like a pig." 

He was unable to explain what he meant by "acted like a pig." 

MC LUCAS said he adhered to all of the aims and purposes of 
the BPP and when asked to enumerate what these were he said he 
adhered to the BPP aims and purposes of BPP members protecting 
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themselves against attacks by anyone, strive t© make the 
black people completely free, aired to help the black people 
obtain the worldly possessions they thought they needed. 

MC LUCAS admitted there were other aims and purposes , but 
he declined to enumerate them. 

MC LUCAS was questioned as to whether any of the BPP members 
in Connecticut were involved in a plot to kill or assault 
police officers and particuarly FBI Agents. MC LUCAS said 
he s himself, was not involved in any such plot and that he 
knew off no BPP member in Connecticut who was so involved. 

He said that he had never made any statement that a police 
officer or an FBI Agent in Connecticut should be assaulted or 
killed and that he knew of no BPP member who might have made 
such a statement . 


MC LUCAS volunteered that it was possible there was in the 
BPP movement '’"racists” who felt that police officers and FBI 
Agents should be killed but he insisted this did not represent 
the policy off the BPP and iff any BPP members held such views 
that they were their personal views. He denied knowing any 
BPP member in Connecticut who held any such views. 


He said he was originally from Worth Carolina; and he was 
questioned concerning his being arrested in Ohio in early 
January, 19®9, on the charge off carrying a concealed weapon. 
MC LUCAS said this weapon consisted off a switeh~blade knife 
which he said could be verified through an examination of the 
police records concerning this arrest.

KIMBRO stated he is a member of the New Haven branch 
of the Black Panther Party, however, holds no other rank in 
this organization, KIMBRO refused to discuss activities of 
the Black Panther Party and refused to identify any other 
members, other than JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ, whom he identified 
as a Captain in the Black PantherParty and leader of the 
organization in the State of Connecticut, 

KIMBRO denied that the Black Panther Party advocates 
violence and stated that he knew of no Black Panther Party 
ptlaa-Jto -attack or harm anyone-. H e_. denied knowing of anv plan 
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to attack or harm any police officer or any other law 
enforcement official . KIMBRO refused to comment concerning 
his possession of weapons and his knowledge of weapons in 
the possession of other Black Panther Party members . 

IJMBRO denied knowing the present whereabouts of 
LEROY ELBR2DGE CLEAVER, publicly known as the Minister of 
Information of the Black Panther Party, who is a fugitive, 
having been convicted for assault with intent to commit 
murder .

ANDREW WILLIAMS of 95 Colorado Street, Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, was interviewed at his place of employment, 

Jesse's Barber Shop, 1238 Stratford Avenue, Bridgeport, 
Connecticut . He was interviewed relative to any information 
in his possession concerning the Black Panther Party (BPP) . 

Prior to the interview he was advised of the identities of 
the interviewing Agents and the purpose of the interview. 

He was advised by Special Agents GEORGE F. BERGERON and JAMES 
G. NAGLE that he did not have to answer any questions, that 
he had the right to be represented by an attorney, ahd that 
anything he did say could be used against him in a court of 
law. He was further advised that he had the right to have 
an attorney present during questioning and that if he desired 
to answer questions without a lawyer, he had the right to stop 
answering at any time. He was given an Interrogation; Advice 
of Rights and Waiver of Rights form setting out the above 
which he read, stated he understood, but refused to sign. 

WILLIAMS advised that he was not a member of the BPP 
and that he never had officially been a member of the BPP. He 
stated he had attended either one or two meetings of the BPP on 
East Main Street, Bridgeport, Connecticut, at which approximately 
15 to 25 other individuals were also in attendance. He stated 
the identities of these other individuals were unknown to him. 

He further advised that he had never filled out an application 
for membership nor had he ever been officially recognized as 
a member from BPP National Headquarters. He stated that he has 
not attended any meetings for at least the past two months. 

WILLIAMS also stated that he was not personally 
acquainted with , any rank and file members or officers of the BPP 
and that the only Black Panther member whose identity he was 
aware of is JOSE GONZALVEZ . He advised he knew this because the 
one or two meetings that he attended, GONZALVEZ was in charge 
Of the meetings . 


He stated that he became interested in the BPP from 
reading about it and merely went to the meeting or two that he 
attended by strolling in off the street. He stated he was not 
brought to any BPP meeting by anyone else. __ 
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WILLIAMS advised that during his brief and limited 
contact with the BPP, he never knew or heard of any plot or 
plots to kill or assault any federal or municipal law enforce^ 
snent officers. He also stated that he had no kn©3Ledge whatso- 
ever concerning any weapons or ammunition in possession of the 
BPP nor individual members off the BPP. Me stated that he, 
himself, owned a .30 caliber carbine tfiffle which he purchased 
approximately five or six months ago from the Capitol Loan 
Company on Middle Street in Bridgeport, Connecticut. He stated 
that he purchased this rifle strictly to be utilized in target 
practice and that he has used it in target practice at the Blue 
Trail Range located in Wallingford, Connecticut. He stated he 
has never utilized this weapon for any other purpose than target 
practice. He advised further that the purchase of this rifle 
had nothing whatever to do with the BPP and that his only interest 
in it was that of target practice as stated above. 

WILLIAMS also advised that he had never received any 
training or taken any courses of study at any school, college, 
or university in conjunction with BPP activities. 

WILLIAMS advised that he resided with his mother, 

ESSIE WILLIAMS, at 95 Colorado Street, Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
and was employed as a barber at Jesse's Barber Shop, 1238 
Stratford Avenue, Bridgeport, Connecticut, by JESSE MONTIERO, 

hiis&e..-;. ownier <>£ this shop. 

He further advised that he hwas single but that he was 
the father of three minor children. He stated he did not wish 
to divulge the identity of the rot her of these children, 
however, stated that she resided in the Beardsley Terrace 
Apartments, Bridgeport, Connecticut. 

He further advised that he had served in the United 
States Army during 1967 - 1968, but that he had received an 
undesirable discharge from Fort Dix, New Jersey. He refused 
to furnish the reason for this undesirable discharge. 
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He stated that he w as currently registered with 
Selective Service Board #14, Bridgeport, Connecticut, and 
exhibited a Selective Service Classification Card which 
reflected his Selective Service Number as 6=14=44=581 .

JOEL CUMMINS MITCHELL, 175 Chamberlain Avenue, 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, after being advised of the identities 
of the interviewing Agents, was informed that 
he had the right to remain silen, that anything he said 
could be used against him in court, that he had the right to 
talk to a lawyer for advice before being asked any questions 
and to have a lawyer with him during questioning. He was 
informed that if he could not afford a lawyer, one would be 
appointed for him before any questioning if he wished. He 
was told that should he decide to answer questions without 
a lawyer present he would still have the right to stop answering 
at any time. He was told he also has the right to stop 
answering questions at any time until he tanked to a lawyer. 

JOEL CUMMINGS MITCHELL stated he understood these rights, 
however, did not desire to sign the Waiver of Rights form. 

He added that he had no objection to talking to the FBI. 

MITCHELL stated that he is presently employed at 
Handy and Hartman, Fairfield, Connecticut, as a punch 
operator from 3 p,m. to 11 p.m, He stated that he owns and 
operates an Austin Healy bearing Connecticut license EV 6748. 

He added that he resides at the abo^e address with his mother, 
three brothers and four sisters. 

He stated that he became interested in the Black 
Panther Party in January, 1969, when he heard that they were 
forming a group in this area. He related that he and a 
friend, PAUL MC INTOSH, contacted JOSE GONZALVEZ, the leader 
of the Party in this area, became active in the group and 
attended meetings at 510 East Main Street, Bridgeport, 
Connecticut. He stated that GONZALVEZ was the Party Captain, 

MC INTOSH, the Minister of Information, and that he and LONNIE 
MC LUCAS were Lieutenants. He added that all these appointments 
were made by GONZALVEZ. He said that political education 
forums were held at the Party Headquarters and that GONZALVEZ 
was the Party spokesman. 

He also stated that they were originally issued Party 

cards. from the New Jersey chapter of the organization but 
that these cards are no longer valid and were to be replaced 
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by cards from the local chapter. He said that he did not 
receive a card from the local group and had no idea as to 
who distributed them or if they were ever issued. 

Comtiiuimg, he stated that he became interested in the 
group in order to help the Negro attain his place in society. 

He said that he feels that the Negro has been suppressed and 
origin® lly felt that the ten point Party Platform Program 
could help his people. He said he believes that the way to obtain 
justice for the Negro is through political and legal means and 
not through violence which is one of the means advocated by the 
Party. He related that he is opposed to violence and for this 
reason could not subscribe to the Party views. He said that he 
became disinterested in the Party about five weeks ago and has 
not attended any meetings for functions since the middle of 
February . He said that he has been phoned by GONZALVEZ on 
numerous occasions about his absence and that he told him he was 
workings or made up some other excuse for not attending a 
meeting. He said that he was no longer interested in the Party 
and does not plan to attend any more meetings or functions. However, 
he Said that he feels that he should still work to help the 
Negro race but realized that the Party was not the proper 
organization to handle it. 

He stated that the aims of the Black Panther Party were 
to ipprove the status of the Negro in this country by political 
and legal means and if unsuccessful in these efforts through 
violence. He said that he subscribed to the political and 
legal means but not violence and for this reason is no longer 
interested in being a member or associated with the Party. He 
said that GONZALVEZ came to Bridgeport from Oakland, California, 
for the purpose of organizing the Party here. He said that the 
group started in the middle of January, 1969, opened an office 
on East Main Street and that due to pressures exerted by the 
local police department were forced out of their club by the 
landlord. He said that the Party had numerous persons drop into 
the office but outside of a few orientation meetings, the Party 
was not able to feet going. He said that GONZALVEZ was the 
only one really interested in the Party and that numerous 
persons dropped out after attending a few meetings. He said 
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that he had no idea as to the number of persons who joined 
the Party or it's 'present membership. He said that at all 
the meetings attended by him, the aims of the Party were 
discussed and set forth by GONZALVEZ but he never heard him 
speak of the use of violence as the way to improve tie lot of 
the Negro race. He said that as far as he knew, none of the 
members had guns or participated in any type of military 
training. He aid that he has no gun and was not aware of any 
effort on the part off GONZALVEZ or any member to obtain them. 

He added that he never traveled outside Bridgeport for the 
Party and was not- aware off any contacts or visits by GONZALVEZ 
on Party business outside Bridgeport . He stated that he believes 
that GONZALVEZ was probably in contact with the Party 
Headquarters in Oakland and that all Party literature was 
obtained from this source. 

He stated that the Party received publicity from 
statements made by GONZALVEZ to the local press and as a result 
of this publicity, GONZALVEZ was invited to appear at local 
colleges to discuss the Party and its views. He said that some 
interest was generated as a result of these appearances by 
GONZALVEZ, but they quickly disappeared as people were not 
interested in the Party. He said that GONZALVEZ was never able 
to get the Party organized here as the local police constantly 
surveilled them and were aware of every movement made by the 
Party. He also stated that the Negro people in this area have 
steady jobs, family ties and do not appear to be interested 
in the Party. He also stated that he never paid any dues or 
gave any money to GONZALVEZ and had no idea as to the source of 
his funds. He said that he, personally, was not able to sit 
around and talk about the movement all day, as it was necessary 
for him to $arn a living. He said that he still feels that he 
has to help the Negro attain a better way of life, but is 
convinced that the Black Panther Party was not the group to 
help his people. He said that he was aware of the alleged 
violent nature of the Party but that truthfully, he never heard 
GONZALVEZ or any Party member advocate violence against the 
white race, including members of law enforcement agencies.

EDWARDS advised that he is unemployed and when 
asked if he was a member of the Black Panther Party, he 
stated, "Man, I was born a Black Panther." EDWARDS 
identified JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ, JR. as Captain of the 
Black Panther Party in Connecticut and LONNIE MC LUCAS, who 
also resides at 9 Hazel Street, New Haven, as Field 
Lieutenant of the Black Panther Party, in Connecticut. 

He said GONZALVEZ and MC LUCAS are also leaders of the 
New Haven branch of the Black Panther Party. 

EDWARDS refused to discuss additional organizational 
structure of the Panthers and refused to discuss activities 
of the organization or the identities of other Black Panther 
Party members. EDWARDS refused to comment concerning any 
weapons in his possession and refused to discuss weapons 
in the possession of other Black Panther Party members. 

EDWARDS denied having knowledge of any plot or 
plan on the part of the Black Panther Party to attack or 
harm anyone. He denied knowledge of any plot or plan to 
attack any police officer or other law enforcement officials.

EUGENE HENDERSON, 885 Connecticut Avenue, Bridgejort, 
Connecticut, was furnished a statement "Interrogation; Advice 
of Rights." HENDERSON, after being advised of the identities 
of the interviewing Agents, was informed that he had the right 
to remain silent, that anything he said could be used against 
him in court, that he had the right to a lawyer before being 
asked any qeusiions and to have a lawyer with him during 
questioning. He was informed that if he could not afford a 
lawyer one would be appointed for him before any questioning 
if he wished. He was fold that should he decide to answer 
questions without a lawyer present, he would still have the 
right to stop answering at any time. He was told he also has 
the right to stop answering questions at any time until he 
talked to a lawyer. HENDERSON stated he understood these 
rights, however, did not desire to sign the Waiver of Rights 
form. He stated he was willing to talk with Agents. 

He stated he was born I FoiAibnei 1 in Camden, 

New Jersey, and has resided in Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
most of his life. He stated he is employed on a part-time 
basis at Hillside Hospital in Bridgeport from approximately 
2 p.m. to 4 or 5 p.m. He is employed at Electronic Components 
in Bridgeport from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. 

HENDERSON stated that approximately four months ago, 
JOSE GONZALVEZ came to Bridgeport. He hung around Jesse's 
Barber Shop, 1238 Stratford Avenue. GONZALVEZ stated that 
he had come from Oakland, California, and was to start a branch 
of the Black Panther Party in Bridgeport and to organize the 
State of Connecticut. HENDERSON stated that GONZALVEZ had no 
credentials from Oakland and most of the persons who hung 
around the barber shop questioned if he had come from Oakland. 
GONZALVEZ also mentioned that he was going to return to 
Oakland soon "to get orders." He added that on the first 
occasion he met GONZALVEZ, that GONZALVEZ "whipped out a .38" 
and said, "We Panthers keep guns on us all the time." He 
also said that the Panthers were going to get started in 
Bridgeport and "we’re going to help everyone." 


On 3/21/69 at Bridgeport, Connecticut F ; 1o # NH 157-1039 
SA WILLIAM H, BOOTH, JR., SA WILLIAM 
C. BRADSHAW and SA GEORGE T. 
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HENDERSON stated that because ’’he sounded good 
and was going to help us all,” he joined the Panthers. 

He added that a friend of his, CLERKLEY MC 1NTQSH, also 
joined the Panthers ait the same time. K® stated that 
because GONZALVEZ had no credentials , and ''they started 
to think of him as a phoney," MC ENTOSH called Headquarters 
of the Panthers in Oakland and asked them what they knew 
about GONZALVEZ. He added that the thought had occurred 
to them that GONZALVEZ could possibly ’'be a cop." He 
stated that they were advised by Oakland Headquarters that they 
did not know off a person named GONZALVEZ . 

MC IMTOSM then made a second call to Oakland 
Headquarters some time later and was told that they 
did know GONZALVEZ but he had only been out in Oakland 
a short time. 

HENDERSON stated that at first GONZALVEZ made 
a lot of promises and told HENDERSON that he was going to 
make him Lieutenant of Information in the Bridgeport Chapter 
of the Panthers. He stated that GONZALVEZ told him and other 
members of the Panthers that "if you call yourselves Panthers 
and you don't have it in you, Oakland Panthers will come to 
Bridgeport and ’off* you." 

HENDERSON stated that he and other Panther members 
asked GONZALVEZ what he would do if they got in trouble with 
the law. GONZALVEZ told them that there was nothing that 
could be done for them if they got in trouble and they would 
have to take care of themselves iff they got in trouble. 

HENDERSON stated that this was the first time he 
became disillusioned with the Panthers. He said to himself, 
"Why should E jeopardize myself by being in the Panthers if 
they can’t do anything for me if E get in trouble?" 

HENDERSON stated that from the first time he joined 
the Panthers that GONZALVEZ kept continually asking him for 
money, and money seemed to be uppermost in GONZALVEZ' mind. 

He also became disgusted with GONZALVEZ because GONZALVEZ 
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did not work but would live and eat on the money that was 
given to him by the Bridgeport Panthers. He recalled one time 
that 'GONZALVEZ said "l will never work for a white man.” 
HENDERSON responded , "Vou will iff you get hungry enough.” 



a member off the Panthers, which was about November, 1968, 
he purchased a gun from an unknown "junkie.'" He described 
this gun as a riffle similar to an Army carbine. He stated 
he was unable to obtain any ammunition for this gun. He 
added that shortly after he dropped out off the Panthers, 
which was about a month ago, he took this gun to a ditch 
which runs near the Connecticut Thruway, near St. Michael's 
Cemetery, on the Bridgeport - Stratford City line. He 
then buried the gun under some rubbish. 

He stated that recently MC INT03H was arrested in 
Bridgeport and GONZALVEZ would do nothing to help him. He 
added that when s^me of the Panthers started getting 
arrested on local charges in Bridgeport, GONZALVEZ ’’split” 
and went to New Haven to set up Panther Headquarters. 

HENDERSON stated that MC 3NT0SH was "suspended” from 
the Panthers for ninety days. He stated he does not know 
whether he ha© been "suspended” or whether he is considered by 
GONZALVEZ to still be a member off the Panthers. 

He stated that GONZALVEZ is a "man of all talk and 
no action.” He explained this by referring to interviews that 
GONZALVEZ had had with various newspapers in which he talked 
about the Panthers and "all they were going to do." He 
mentioned at this point that when GONZALVEZ first came to 
Bridgeport that he had a can off mace in his possession, and 
stated, h® was "going to take over Bridgeport." 

He added that when GONZALVEZ first came to Bridgeport 
he would meet with various colored persons in the barber 
shop. He stated that because he, HENDERSON, is a native off \ 
Bridgeport, these ppmon® who met GONZALVEZ would ask him, 
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HENDERSON, what he thought of GONZALVEZ . At first he told 
them that he thought GONZALSEZ could help them out, but it 
became apparent to hiss that GONZALEZ "was a phoney." 
Gradually those persons with whom GONZAL1EZ was associating 
with in the barber shop also became disenchanted with him. 
They would ’'’hang around thetarber shop'” for two or three 
weeks and then never show up again. 


He stated that the Black Panthers "never got off 
the ground" in Bridgeport. He added, "St was always what they 
were going to do, tout never did anything." 

He stated that he toad never heard of any threats, 
assassinations or ambushes planned for any law enforcement 
officers. 


He stated that the Panthers are not the people who 
"start trouble and riots." He added that it is "the junkies" 
who start the trouble and riots. He explained this by saying 
that "the junkies" need money to get "the junk” and the easiest 
way to get the money is by a riot where they can break into 
stores, loot, and sell the loot to get the necessary money for 
"the junk." He stated this is true in Bridgeport. 


HENDERSON then voluntarily produced a red covered 
notebook on which he had painted on the outside, "Black Panther 
Party." Included in this notebook were various photographs 
of black nationalist leaders and publications of the Black 
Panther Party . 

Also included in this notebook was a typewritten 
list of "Connecticut Black Panther Party Officers." This ist 
is as follows:

BLACK PANTHER PART* aka 
Black Panther Party for 
Self- Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, 
in Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE 
SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of 
Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of two to 
fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper. "The Black Panther,” 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service,” stated that'the BPP advocates the use of 
guns .and guerrilla tactics in. its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as ”pigs” who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther” issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
jpftgs everywhere!” 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of ”The Black Panther” is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it.”

The national headquarters off the BPP is located 
at 310® Shat tuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches 
have been established at various locations throughout the 
Paited States. 
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MINUTEMEN 


The Minutemen was organized in June, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri. ROBERT B. 

DE PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly identified 
as the founder and National Coordinator of the organization 
since its inception. Membership of the Minutemen is claimed 
by DE PUGH to be in excess of 35,000 members; however, 
confidential sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated 
and that a more true estimate would be between 500 and 1,000 
members. Statements by DE PUGH and literature distributed 
by the organization indicate its purpose to be the resistance 
to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist influence within 
the United States; for the formation of a guerrilla or 
underground organization to combat the troops of any foreign 
powers which might eventually occupy this country; to resist 
passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of 
firearms. 


In April, 1966, DE PUGH stated the Minutemen organization 
was then dividing itself into two bodies: one group to be 

members who have been able to maidain their identity in complete 
secrecy from the public and government investigative agencies, 
and the other group to be made up of members who have been 
publicly identified and who will become active in the Patriotic 
Party. National conventions of the Patriotic Party were held 
in July, 1966, at Kansas City, Missouri, and July, 1967, at 
Kansas City, Ktnsas. 

Members of the Minutemen organization, including 
ROBERT B. DE PUGH and his close associate, WALTER P. PEYS0N, 
have been arrested in the past on charges of violation of 
the Federal Firearms Act, Bank Robbery - Conspiracy, Illegal 
Possession of Firearms and Conspiracy to Arson. They have 
also engaged in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics wherein 
machine guns, mortars, grenades and other firearms were 
employed . 
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STUDENT NON-VIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE 


The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) , 
headquartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S.W., Atlanta, Georgia, 
is a nonmembership organization, which was born out of the 
sit-in movement that erupted across the South beginning in 1960. 

Today, SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a revolutionary ideology and 
revolutionary program. 

According to SNCC the year 1967 marked a historic 
milestone in the struggle for the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the year that revolutionaries 
throughout the world began to understand more fully the impact 
of the black movement. SNCC declared that "liberation will 
come only when there is final destruction of this mad octopus ? 
the capitalistic system of the United States with all its life4 
sucking tentacles of exploitation and racism &hat choke the 
people of Africa, Asia, and Latin America. The realities 
of black life, together with the recognition instilled in SNCC 
workers forced its members to further popularize the legitimacy 
of self-defiense and rebellions when oppression became too great." 

From May, 1966, until May, 1967, STOKELV CARMICHAEL 
was National Chairman of SNCC. As of July, 1968, CARMICHAEL 
resided in Washington, D.C., where he was affiliated with 
SNCC and active as temporary chairman of a black coalition 
group. In May, 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced by HUBERT GEROID 
BROWN, commonly known as H. RAP BROWN, who served until June, 
1968. 


In June, 1968, at the Staff and Central Committee 
meeting of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, it was decided to 
restructure the organization by equalization of r^ponsibility 
by creating ten deputy or vice chairmanships. The primary 
purpose f>r this change is to take law enforcement pressure 
off any single individual.

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in United States Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute, and the United 
Klans has the same. aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation of the races. 


The first source and a second Source advised in J&ly, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabana Knights, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquarters 
in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The 
organization is directed by ROBERT M. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, 
and jyp the dominant Klan group in the South, with units in 
several southern states)

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A meeting of the Black Panther Party , New Haven, was held on 
5/17/69. The group first .met at 7:30 a .as. at 365 Orchard 
Street, New Haven. At 9:00 a.m., the group then went to Room 
211 of a building at Yale University where they stayed until 
about 5:00 p.m. Approximately 60 people were in attendance. 

Members came from New Haven, Bridgeport, and Hartford. 

An individual from the Black Panther Party National Headquarters, 
ROY (LNU) , who is described as a Negro, male, about 18 years of 
age, dark complexion, short, spoke to the group. Among those 
present were WARREN KIMBKO, LONNIE MC LUCAS, ERIKA HUGGINS, LARRY 
TOWNSEND, PEGGY CARTER, and JEANN1E WILSON. ROY LNU spoke for 
about one hour about the incompetence of JOSE RENE GONSALVEZ as a 
leader for the BPP. Me stated that GONSALVEZ lied a great deal 
and made many promises that he did' not keep. He stated that 
GONSALVEZ was lazy, ROY did not care to discuss all the things 
that GONSALVEZ had dome wrong. He told the group that there is 
one man, whose name he did not disclose, who is from Oakland and 
looking for GONSALVEZ. This man came into the Connecticut area 
about May 15, 1969, but his whereabouts are not known at this time. 
ROY stated that if any member of the group should meet GONSALVEZ 
he could try to detain him and inform the BPP. However, if this 
is not possible, then GONSALVEZ should be killed. 

ERIKA HUGGINS and ROY LNU then talked about the BPP’s Ten Point 
Program which is found on the back of the BPP newspaper. They 
stated that informers should be killed. 

No more members are to be taken into the BPP for two months. The 
BPP is interested in finding out who the informers are. Also, the 
BPP wants to find out who the dedicated Panthers are. Those who 
are considered dangerous to the party will be thrown out. JOSE 
GONSALVEZ is an example of this. His picture is to be placed in 
the next issue of the BPP newspaper. 

ROY stated that he is to take photos of all members. 

The group at Yale then left and some of the members returned to 
365 Orchard Street, New Haven. This meeting lasted until about 
11:00 p.m. ROY LNU talked about guns. He, himself, has a .45 
pistol. He stated that Panthers are not to carry .22, .32. or .38 
caliber weapons. They are to have . 45*s. He stated that good 
rifles to have are ones such as the M*=14 and the 30.30. 
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On Sjinday, May 18, 1569, tft® 8PP me®- at 365 Orchard Street, 
New Haven. The BPP Headquarters are to change, but the new 
address is not known at this time. Those attending this 
meeting were the same as those at the meeting of May 17, 1969. 
ERIKA HUGGINS stated that BOBBY SEALE would be in New Haven 
and speak at Yale University on May 19, 1969. 


On May 19, 1969, BOBBY SEALE was at 365 Orchard Street, New 
Haven with ERIKA HUGGINS. . SEALE had two body guards. SEALE 
then spoke at a church on the Yale campus or one next to buil- 
dings of the Yale campus. He spoke from 9:30 p,m, to 11:00 p.m. 
He referred to the white race as pigs. He stated that the black 
people are not able to go back to Africa because they will be 
oppressed there. The language there is Swahili. The black man 
must obtain his freedom in the United States. There was a large 
crowd in this hall . People were standing. About 80 Panthers 
attended this meeting. 

Following this meeting the Panthers went out to look for a young 
girl who had been reported missing. It had been stated that the 
police refused to look for this girl. 

The national BPP headquarters had called the BPP in New Haven 
to find out when SEALE was to arrive in California. The BPP was 
to meet him when he arrived. He left the New Raven area on May 

19, 1969. 


At the present time an individual named GEORGE LNU is now 
organizing the BPP in the State of Connecticut. He is described 
as a large person, Negro male, dark skinned and a former member 
of the Viceroy gang in New York City. After organizing the BPP 
in Connecticut, a state Captain will be appointed.

A, Origin

daily newspaper published at Bridgeport, Connecticut, contained 
in part the following: 

. '"On January 28 (1969) the Black Panther Party 
was fonpJln Bridgeport,' Jose Rene Gonzalvez 
announced last night at a meeting at Party 
headquarters, 510 East Main Street. 

’’Mr. Gonzalvez, a Cuban-born, Oakland-trained 
Black Defense Captain, spoke to 20 Negro youths 
in his mission here to organize a chapter of the 
political party..." 

JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ, JR. has been identified 
as the Captaiq, Black Panther Party, with 
headquarters at 285 Putnam Street, New 
Haven, Connecticut, He originally became 
a Panther in New Jersey received 
orientation training in Oakland, Calif prnia, 
and has organized Black Panther Party 
chapters in Bridgeport and New Haven, 

Connecticut. 

On March 11, 1969, NH T-l advised that JOSE GONZALVEZ 
reportedly informed DAVID HILLIARD that the Black Panther Party 
now has three offices open in Connecticut . The telephone 
numbers tor the Net? Haven Office were given as 203-r264-2173 
and 624-2174' The Bridgeport Office numbers are 261-3313 and

On March 13, 1969, NR T-2 advised that a meeting 
of the Black Panther Party in Rev Haven, Connecticut, was held 
at 7:30 p.m., on March 5, 1969, on Washington Avenue, in 
New Haven, Connecticut. NH T-2 stated there were approimately 
thirteen Negro sales present and that four of these Negro 
ma led were from New York City. He stated that these four 
arrived in a 1904 or 1900 gray Ford Thunderblrd hardtop, 
beaming New York license number BV 7247. He stated all four 
were Negyo male? and had Afro-American haircuts as well as 
Black Panf her pins. All four individuals from New York spoke 
at this meeting concerning Black Panther propaganda and 
activities.

On January 9, 1969, NH T-3 advised that an individual 
by the name of GBQRGE ROSA Of Bridgeport, Connecticut, reportedly 
attempted to organize a chapter of the Black Panther Party in 
Bridgeport, Connecticut. NH T-3 stated they attempted to 
get authorization from National Black Panther Party Headquarters 
to organize a chapter of the Black Panther Party in Bridgeport. 
According to NH f*3, ROSA stated that one hundred people were 
presently members of the Black Panther Party organization in 
Bridgeport and they desired a charter from National Headquarters. 
ROSA advised he would be going to National Black Panther Party 
Headquarters at Oakland, California, in the near future i q order 
to receive orientation from National Headquarters in Oakland, 

NH T-3 seated that ROSA could be contacted at Bridgeport, at 
telephone number 203-333-9744. 
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GEORGE ROSA has been Identified as a 
member and early organizer of the 
Black Panther Party in Bridgeport, 
Connecticut . 


New Haven, Connecticut 

On March 1, 1969, NH T-2 advised that on February 
20, 1969, a meeting of the Black Panther Party was held at New 
Haven, Connecticut, at Hill Parents Association headquarters, 
128 Washington Avenue,. New Haven, Connecticut. NH T-2 stated 
that approximately thirty five Negro males attended this 
meeting, fifteen of whom wpre teenagers from New Haven and 
several were individuals from outside New Haven. NH T-2 
advised that nothing specific was mentioned at the meeting 
in view of the fact there were several teenagers present. 

The Hill Parents Association is a black 
militant brganization with headquarters 
at 128 Washington Avenue, New Haven, 

Connecticut, which is located in the 
Hill Section of New Haven, a predominantly 
Negro neighborhood . 


Hartford,’ Connecticut 

On February 24, 1969, the "Hartford Courant," a 
daily newspaper published in Hartford, Connecticut, contained 
in part the following information: 

"A militant black student organization forming 
at the University of Connecticut Suqday held a 
memorial service in honor of Malcolm X who was 
shot to death fqur years ago, The Black 
Student Union presented five speakers, a record 
of an interview with Malcolm X and a film 
on the Black Panthers, a militant Negro group... 

"The Black Panther film was introduced by 
Butch Lewis, a Negro who lives in Hartford.

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Lewis said he ip not a student and that he 
does a lot of things in Hartford. He would 
apt elaborate. 



"He referred to the OAAS, saying it had been 
bought off by the university administration . . . 


"The film mas about 20 minutes long and 
included interviews with gld rieh Cleaver and 
Huey Newton , leaders of the black Panthers..."

C. Purpose 

On March 18, 1969, NH T-5 furnished the following 
Black Panther literature which was purchased in the Bridgeport, 
Connecticut area. This hand-out read in part as follows: 

”The B.P.P. is a party that will produce for 
the people, and it's members will do anything 
and everything possible to meet the demands 
of the poor Oppressed Black people. Therefore, 
this makes us a party of production. - 

"The B.P.P. intends to involve black people in 
politics, in order for the black people to have 
a voice in the government a r> A in the places ii? ■ * 
which they live. This is wfeai makes us a 
Political Party. The Black Panther Party has chosen 
to liberate the black people from the Chains of 
<'" the Slave Masters Smith, Tohnson, Tixon, and 
Hunkie, Funkie, Dunki®, Sfunkie Humphrey.

"Let it be known that the Black Panther Party 
is now organizing and recruiting in the New Haven 
area. We are here to give the oppressed people 
a political awarness of the power structure 
that presently exists.- 

"We have a 10-Point program which states what 
(we) the people want. We intend to go about 
these wants and needs in a political and 
educational manner or by any means necessary 
for a change in the System. This is what we mean 
by Revolution."

SOMBRO also invited 
NH T-6 to a Memorial Day picnic to be held at Beaver Ppnd 
Park, New Haven, May 30, 1969. SOMBRO stated that there were 
no restrictions on membership but that a six months orientation 
period was required during which applicants would have to 
study the Black Panther Party philosophy.

III. ACTIVITIES 



' A. Terrorist and Revolutionary Activities 

On May 1, 1969, a rally to free HUEY P. NEWTON, 
National functionary of the Black Panther Party presently 
incarcerated in California was held in front of the Post 
Office Building, 141 Church Street, New Haven, Connecticut. 

On May 2, 1969, NH T-8 furnished the following 
tape recording of a speech of JOSS'RENE GONZALVEZ: 

"The people say free HUEY. I wanna hear the 
people say free HUEY. Pigs, can you hear the 
people say, free HUEY. And when the people 
say free HUEY, they mean free HUEY and they mean 
free HUEy right now, free HUEY, right now. All 
power to the people. All people must grasp 
the truth. Political power grows out of the 
barrel of a gun. All power to the people. 

Black power to black people, student power to 
the students, hippie power to the hippies, 
teacher power to the teachers, (oink, oink) and 
Panther power to the vanguard. 

"HUEY P. NEWTON, Military Minister of the 
Black Panther Party and founder of the Black 
Panther Party, is a political prisoner. He’s 
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a prisoner because he stood up against the 
power structure, because he said you’re not 
going to brutalize my people anymore; because 
he said I'm not going to let you use me as a 
physical dog. never going to let you accuse 
my people, I ’m not going to let you use me to 
trap my people either. So therefore, when you 
come into our black colony to brutalize and 
harrass my people, I'm going to stop you by 
any means necessary. HUEY says ypu’ve got your 
shotgun and I’ve got mine, the spirit of men 
is greater than man’s technology and that's 
why HUEY will be free, because the people will 
free HUEY, the people will do it. Not .just 
the Panthers, but the people will do it . 

That’s why we got so many people out here. We 
ain’t got people here because they came to see 
the Black Panther Party demonstrate. We got 
people here because they want HUEY free. So 
HUEY must be free by any means necessary or the 
sky is the limit. The sky is the limit. That’s 
what we mean by the sky. All pigs must grasp 
the truth. Black people are going to create 
political power. Political power comes out of 
the barrel of a gun. They got a gun (meaning 
policemen) and they’re holding down the power 
structure and the right arm of the power 
structure . 

"As long as people plan - like NIXON and DIRKSEN 
there will be a need for a Black Panther Party. 

As long as GEORGE WALLACE exists, there will be 
a need for a Black Panther Party. As long a 8 the 
KKK exists, there will be a need for the Black 
Panther Party. As long as the mafia exists there 
will be a need for the Panther Party. As long 
as the Minutemen exists there will be a need 
for the Black Panther Party. As long as pigs 
brutalize and murder our p«ople, there will be 
a need for the Black Panther Party. As long as 
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the pig power structure continues to pollute 
the earth with its racist actions there will be 
a need for the Black Panther Party. All we 
want to do is free all black people t all 
oppressed people be they red or yellow, we want 
to give the power to the people.'*

B. Acts of Violence 


1 . Possession of Weapons 

On April 22, 1969, NH T-9 advised that on that date, 
a "black person who has some connection with the university , ’’ 
but whose name NH T-9 could not divulge, was speaking tp a 
group of Wesleyan University, Middletown Connecticut , of ficials 
in behalf of FRANCIS MELVIN TAYLOR; JAMES WILLIAM ROBERTSON, TR. 
HAROLD THOMAS WILLIAMS; ALBERT A. MC WHITE; GEORGE MAC GWAINE 
WALKER; and GEORGE WENDELL JETT, JR., who are Wesleyan stpdenis 
in a plea to have the administration take them back on campus 
as students. NH T-9 stated that this person then "blurted out" 
that these individuals are all "Panthers in training." This 
person also stated that because they went out on manuevers in 
Wyoming on thdr own, they are in "hot water" with the Blacli 
Panther Party in New York City. This person further stated 
that he believed TAYLOR, ROBERTSON, WILLIAMS, MC WHITE, WALKER 
and JET? were going from San Franciso to Oakland, California, 
to "affiliate with the national chapter of the Black Panthers.'* 
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information received on April 17, 1969 from the 
San Francisco Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
reflects that the above listed individuals were arrested by 
San Francisco Police Department and charged with possession 
of numerous weapons, ammunition and marijuana. They were 
charged by the San Francisco Police Department with violations 
of numerous local statutes . 


2 . Statements of Leaders Regarding 
Violence 
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BOBBY GEORGE SEALE was observed by Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation at Battell Chapel, Elm 
and College Streets, Yale University, New Haven, 

Connecticut- 

SEALE spoke from approximately 9:45 p m. 

11:15 p.m . , on May 19, .1969, to an audience of approximately*^ 
five hundred persons and was introduced by ERICKA HUGGINS 
as "Chairman BOBBY SEALE. Chairman of the Black Panther 
Party 

SEALE spoke as follows: 

"All power to the people; red power to the 
red people; black power to the black people; yellow power 
to the yellow people; Panther power to the Vanguard; all 
the power to all the people." 

SEALE asked why the audience had come to hear what 
he had to say. He stated that a lot of the white people 
in the audience had come out of curiosity and a lot of the 
'•Riggers" had come to hear him "jive" about the pig. He 
said, however, that he didn't come to talk about racism 
because the Black Panther Party would not be guilty of racism 
He said members of the Black Panther Party are not racist, 
but were differing on all peples power. "We will not 
stoop to the low level of a racist pig because the Black 
Panther Party is not racist.” 

"We are not talking about separation or integration," 
he said, "but about black problems. We don’t dig black 
racism, we are talking about basic problems.” 

SEALE continued, "Socialism is not fancy talk . It 
means free breakfasts for children, community control of 
policy ^nd free medicine. We aren't reading textbooks aboui 
Yankee Doodle socialism but instead the Black Panther Party 
is being constructive by giving free breakfasts every morning 
of the last three months to ten thousand hungary children.'

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"The struggle we are involved in is not a 
racial struggle but a. class struggle. W© have to define 
the revolution that’s occurring in this country as a 
people’s struggle . It is a struggle in terias of the 
lower classes Versus the ruling classes - the Mexicars- 
amer leans, Chi nese-Ameri cans, Puerto Ricans, blacks and 
Indians, against the lying demagogic politicians', 
avaricious businessmen and their lackey pig police forces. 

They are the ones who are oppressing the people. 

. "The lower class which is made up of Niggers (sic) . 
yellow people, brown people, and poor white oppressed people 
will attack this avaricious businessmen and the pig police 
which are the oppressors. We should have shotguns in our 
homes in order to protect ourselves against the Ku Klux 
Klan ; racist cops and other racists. 

"Back before the formation of the Black Panther 
Party we had what we called a pig patrol. We would ride 
around in the black neighborhoods with our shotguns 
following police cars and on one occasion HUEY NEWTON and 
I had been following a police car, and we decided not to 
harass him because he had not brutalized the black people. 

We pulled around him and stopped for a red light . He must have 
seen the shotgun we had in the car because I was holding 
it and the barrel was sticking up abote the dashboard. This 
big fat racist pig turned on his red light and HUEY said, 

’that red light don’t mean anything" and we kept on going. 

Then the pig turned on his siren and HUEY said, ’Now that 
means we got to stop,’ so we did - 

"Then the big fat racist pig walked up to 
the car and said, ’What are you (OBSCENE - see enclosure) 
Niggers doing with that shotgun?’ HUEY rolled down the 
window about three inches and the cop asked for his license. 

We looked at each other and HUEY said, ’this (OBSCENE - see 
enclosure) is looking to get himself killed.* The cop 
opened the car door and reached across HUEY to grab the 
shotgun at which time HUKY pushed the cop’s head into the 
ceiling and kicked him with a knee in the gut. He then 
pushed the cop out of the car, and he landed flat on his 
fat (OBSCENE - see enclosure) . 
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"HUEY the n got out of the car with the shotgun , 
racked the action and said, ’You (OBSCENE - see enclosure) 
pig* if you move i'll blow your (OBSCENE - see enclosure) 
brains out." Of course, the cop moved. 

"I just tell you this to show you the kind of 
guy HUEY is . He is a Nigger who was on the street trying 
to make it in his own individualistic way. and he got 
together a bunch of cats who used to make it on the street 
robbing banks, pushing dope, hustling women, doing anything 
they can to make it in their own individualistic way. 

''MALCOLM X was the same type of Nigger. He 
started a notion that ELDRIDGE CLEAVER and HUEY NEWTON 
put out on a higher level . So two Niggers founded the 
Black Panther Party to make an impact upon the class that 
has been exploits on for years. You have got to organize 
and this is exactly what HUEY NEWTON did." 

SEALE supported the Black Panther Party's belief 
in self-defense of the lower class in achieving a socialist 
revolution. He rejected the ideas of university liberals 
and moderate Negroes who said that the Black Panther Party's 
movement was "not the way to handle things." He stated that 
the white liberal has sat around and talked about the "socio- 
economic conditions which adversely affected the Negro community," 
and the nonviolent civil rights advocates who have sat around 
getting "hit up side the head" for the last ten years singing 
"We Shall Overcome." 

SEALE said, "We're not going to tdlk about politics 
in the abstract anymore; politics come from a Hungary stomach," 

He added, "The field Niggers are going to tell you all what t° 
do." He urged both the white and black students to become 
"unbrain washed" and to join a coalition of the minority classes 
that would become the majority. ' 

He then outlined the following ten-point program 
of the Black Panther Party: 

"We want freedom. 
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"We want power to determine the destiny of our 
black community. 

"We want full employment for our people. 

"We want an end to the robbery by the white man 
of our black community. 

"We want decent housing for the shelter of human 

beings , 


"We want education for our people that exposes the 
true nature of this decadent American society. We want 
education that teaches ? us “ ©ur true history and our role in 
the present day society. 

"We want all black men to be exempt from the 
military service." This statement brought a great deal of 
applause from those in the audience. 

"We want an immediate end to police brutality 
and murder of black people. We want freedom for all black 
men held in Federal, State,, county and city prisons and 
jails. We want all black people when brought to trail to 
be tried in court by a jury of their peer group or people 
from their black community as defined by the Constitution 
of your United States. 

"We want land. We want bread. We want housing. 

We want education. We want clothing. 

"We want justice and peace; and as our major 
political objective,, a United Nations supervised plebiscite 
to be held throughout the black colony in which only black 
colonial subjects will be allowed to participate for the 
purpose of determining the will of black people as to 
their national destiny."

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'“You white people out there think we're a bunch 
of black racists. J. 6 ® here to tell you we don * t dig black 
racism. it's you white college students that are a bunch 
of Jackass racists, and its because of the education that 
you are getting. 

“You know the phoney education you people are getting.. 
It is nothing more than comic book education. You don't 
know reality. You have been raised to believe that Superman, 
Batman, Robin. Archie and Jughead are the real heros of 
society. That's a lot of (OBSCENE - see enclosure). Superman 
is a punk.. 


“Superman has been around for forty (OBSCENE - see 
enclosure) years., Have you once, .just once, seen him rescue 
a black or brown person during thfrs same forty years? Superman 
has never kissed Lois Lane and I "11 tell you something else - 
as far as I 'm concerned she was a frigid little (OBSCENE - 
see enclosure) , 

“You all think I 'm being nasty. The point is this, 
you people have got a comic book education.. Face reality, 
realize that black capitalism is backed by racist pigs. 

The best way to fight racism is not with more racism but with 
social dignity and proletarian internationalism. Get your 
minds open and get rid of comic book rhetoric. Today’s pig 
is tomorrow *s bacon , 

“Do you really need a college education?” SEALE 
stated that the students would learn more about the American 
society in one year in the ghetto than in four years of “comic 
book rhetoric" that they are getting at Yale. He told them 
to "go out and live with the poeple, listen to the street 
Nigger" and understand his problems. SEALE stated that 
he didn't have an education and that ELDRXDGK CLEAVER got 
his education the hard way. 

He said a person who goes through college without 
getting out on the streets will, sstili have all of his racist 
ideas that he has been taught and will be a racist all his 
life.

’’During a west coast riot last year * ** he said, 

’’Slack Panther Party headquarters received over one hundred 
calls to come and help the people, 2 guess they expected us 
to jump in a phone booth, put on a uniform like Clark Kent 
does, and go down and rescue them like the comic book says. 

We went down all right,, and we fold them to get off the 
street. You can’t fight pigs with rocks when two hundred 
of them had shotguns and magnums.

“Instead of spontaneous riots which we 
past, we are going to organize a political organization 



“You know where 1 would rather be tonight? I 
would rather not be here right now in front of an audience 
of one-ha if, no, one-third, no, one-fourth composed of CIA. 
Instead, I would rather be home blowing a joint and enjoying 
one of you black sisters. 

“We have talked about solidarity, class struggle, 
the ten-point program, political prlitarianism - what does 
this mean to you black brothers and sisters? It means 
this,” raising his fist in the air, “You have got to do 
something to make yourself known and recognized even if you 
just spit. How about the white people - vj*»t can you do?” 

Turning and pointing to the American flag, SEALE 

said : 


“There it is, the red, white and blue symbol of 
the Constitution, The Constitution gives us the right to 
have shotguns. United States military is controlled by the 
oppressor. They want you to go out and fight their dirty 
war. The upper class is holding down the people by using 
the (OBSCENE - see enclosure) military pigs. I will be damned 
if I’ll join." 

SEALE then turned his attention to the Negroes 
in the audience. He said that the advocates of the "Black 
is Beautiful" philosophy were "just a bunch of jiving Niggers 
He stated that the racists have capitalized on the "Black is 
Beautiful" phrase and haved used it to their advantage. He 
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sited the examples off Afro wigs , tight trousers, and Afro 
clothing. He told them that by being black they were 
beautiful and they didn’t haw© t© support the capitalist 
by buying his "'Black is Beautiful/' accessories , Be told 
the Negroes to ’"'do something,, diggers, even Iff you just 
spit .’V 

SEALE informed the audience that there were white 
and black '"pigs" in the audience,. Be called for all pigs 
to stand up. No one did. SEALE stated that the "pigs" 
were supposed! to be serving the law and should not be ashamed 
of their roles ,, according to them, and asked if the "pigs" 
were not ashamed or afraid why would they not stand up. SEALE 
them told the audience that he was not afraid to be known 
as a Black Panther because he was supporting the people and 
serving the people and wasn’t ashamed to admit it. He called 
fo.r the audience to take what they had just observed as a 
lesson .

NH T-l , on March 19, 1969, advised JOSE GONZALVEZ f 
advised that the Black Panther magazine which is destined 
for Connecticut is sent to White Plains, New York, in order 
to save money on freight.. GONZALVEZ contacts brothers in 
White Plains and then picks up his copies of the Black Panther 
magazine. GONZALVEZ said he had received one thousand 
copies of the last issue and had been able to sell all but 
one hundred of these. 

On March 13, 1969, NH T-l advised ROSE MARIE SMITH, 
a member of the Black Panther Party in New Haven, Connecticut, 
advised that the New Haven Chapter of the Black Panther Party 
had not received their two thousand copies of the Black Panther 
magazine . 


V. GENERAL ACTIVITIES 

On December 10, 1968, the "Wesleyan Argus," a bi- 
weekly newspaper, the official organ of the students at 
Wesleyan University, Middletown, Connecticut, contained in 
part the following article: 

"The Middletown teenager arrested several 
weeks ago on a charge of aggravated assault 
and robbery with violence has been 
released in lieu of bail set at $500.... 

"The Middletown Black Panthers are very 
involved in the case; they believe that 
the charges against the girl are unjust. 

At the hearing, the Panthers were very much 
in evidence in the halls of the policecourt 
building and in the courtroom itself. The Panthers 
left the court room, however, before the 
hearing commenced. They left at the request of 
the public defender, who expressed the belief 
that their presence might affect the outcome of 
the hearing. ...” 
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VI . CONNECTIO NS WITH OT HER GROUPS 

A Students for a Democratic Society 

A characterization of the Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) appears 
in the Appendix. 

On March 20, 1969, the "New Haven Journal Courier" 
contained in part the following article: 

"...'The Black Panther party is leading struggles 
against the same class that oppresses all of 
us, V a leaflet signed by the High School Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) said. 'White 
students and workers should support them, not 
fear them, ' it added. 

On April 28, 1969, a Students for a Democratic Society 
rally was held at Yale University, New Haven, Connecticut, 
protesting ROTC. The above mentioned rally was witnessed by 
Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Among 
the speakers was Captain JOSE GONZALVEZ for the Black Panther 
Party for the State of Connecticut, who urged support for 
SDS and the Black Panther Party. GONZALVEZ stated that "If you 
don't start anything, you won't get anything." He called for 
"Black Power for black people, student power for SDS, black 
power for the Black Panther Party and revolutionary power for 
the revolutionists." 


B. Coalition of Concerned Citizens 

On April 4, 1969, NH T-10 advised that a meeting 
of the Coalition of Concerned Citizens and members of the 
Black Panther Party was held at the Bethesda Lutheran Church, 

450 Whitney Avenue, New Haven, Connecticut, on March 30, 1969. 
This was a regular meeting of the Coalition of Concerned 
Qtizens and mem be & -if the Black Panther Party were’ invited 
to allow the Panth*-?** to outline their stand on revolutiongry 
aims, especially in the Connecticut area. Those representigg 
the Black Panther Party were Mrs. ERICKA HUGGINS, JOSE GONZALVEZ, 
and WARREN KIMBRO. WARREN KIMBR0 is a leader of the New Haven 
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Chapter of the Black Panther Party and he is empbyed by 
Community Progress, Inc,, the anti-poverty agency in New 
Haven. 


Remarks made by Mrs. HOGGINS were generally anti- 
police and anti-white political structure. She said that' 
the Black Panther Party closely aligned themselves with 
the Students for a Democratic Society and also black student 
unions on various college campuses. During her remarks. Mrs. 
HUGGINS continually referred to police as racists and pigs 
and stated they acted on orders of their chief a&ther or not 
to shoot to kill. 


C. Black Student Onion 

On March 4, 1969, NH T-ll advised that a small group 
of Negro students at the University of Connecticut, Storrs , 
Connecticut, have been recently attempting to organize a 
Black Student Union (BSU) which reportedly has about fifteen 
members. NH T-ll stated that, judging from the tone of tlii^ 
organization’s program, the BSU, if it continues, might be 
militant in nature. NH T-ll added he possessed no definite 
knowledge that the BSU was a front for the Black Panther Party, 
but- noted that during the services on February 23, 1969, a 
Black Panther film was shown to the membership. 


D. Fair Play for Cuba Committee 

A characterization of the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee appears in the 
Appendix. 

On March 26, 1969, NH T-5 advised that MARK FISHER 
had been observed on several occasions in January, 1969, 
entering the headquarters of the Black Panther Party, at 510 
East Main Street, in Bridgeport, Connecticut. 

On August 1, 1969, NH T-12 advised that MARK 
FISHER, 1 Fourth Street, Stamford, 

Connecticut, reportedly contacted Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee offices in New 
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fork City and advised that he was 
planning to bring approximately 
ten people to the FFCC picnic that 
®as planned for August 5, 1961 , in 


in the group who was a member of the 
FFCC. 


V II - FINANCES 


On March 13, 1969, the "Yale Daily News,” a daily 
newspaper published on the campus of Yale University, New 
Haven , Connecticut, contains in part the following: 

"A weekly meeting of the Hill Health and 
Education Council which featured a talk from 
Black Panther Captain Jose Gonzalvez was cut 
short yesterday by a bomb threat . 

"Gonzalvez and fellow Panther Erieka Huggins 
had come at the request of the Council to 
give their organization’s view on Government 
health and education policies.* . . , ' 

"Gonzalvez said funds would have to come from 
private sources as the Black Panthers refuse 
to accept any aid from the United States 
Government . , . * " 

It is noted that no information has bem developed 
to reflect that the Black Panther Party at this time is being 
fqnded by legitimate organizations in Connecticut. 
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VIH ■ INFLUENCE OF THE COSWIW HST PARTT 


On April 21, 1989, WH T-13 advised on Sunday, April 
20, 1969, the Communist Party of Connecticut held a State 
Convention at the People’s Center, 37 Howe Street, New Haven, 
Connecticut. NH T-13 stated the convention was due to begin 
at 9 a.m. but it did not get going until actually closer to 
10 a.m. 


NH T-13 stated that PETER ORRIS offered a resolution 
that the Communist Party amend its constitution so that members 
can carry guns and advocate violent overthrow of the United 
States Government, ORRIS was reading from a little red book 
which was apparently the Communist Party constitution 

According to NH T-13, ORRIS announced that there 
was going to be a memorial in New Haven j.tfeat day for the 
three Black Panthesg who were slain a year ago and all were 
invited to attend 

Thereafter, NH T-13 advised, PETER ORRIS left to attend

He spoke at this time with JOSE RENE GONZALVEZ, who is 
described as the Captain of the Black Panther Party, State 
of Connecticut . He learned that the aims of the Black 
Panther Party in Connecticut are to get everything they can 
by peaceful means and if they are not able to do this, then 
they must get it by the gun and by burning. The burning would 
be the white residences. If landlords and Jewish merchants 
charge too much rent and if they do not lower their prices, 
the Black Panther Party would be forced to use violence. The 
Slack Panther Party is the People’s Army and the protectors of 
the poor and oppressed . NH T-15 also advised that the Black 
Panther Party Headquarters at 510 East Main Street, Bridgeport, 
has a picture of MAO Tse-tung on the wall . 

NH T-15 further advised that GONZALVEZ stated that 
Capitalism is bad because it leads to Imperialism which tatfes 
all rights from the people. The members of the Black Panther 
Party have a six week orientation course and after completipn, 
the most promising members are to be sent to Cuba for further 
training. There were about fifteen to twenty members in the 
Black Panther Party at Bridgeport at that time.

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December , 1966 , 
in Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of ttae; black community . It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE 
SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON , BPP Minister of 
Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence off two to 
fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," 
which further describes itself as the "Black Community 
News Service," stated that 'the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black community are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as "pigs" who should be killed, 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following; 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons off 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
gi&jgs everywhere!" - 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it."

Branches 
have been established at various locations throughout the 
©nited States.

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FA IE PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 
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Tfe© April 6, i960, edition off "Tie New York Times"' mews- 
paper contained a full page advertisement captioned, "What 
Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee (FFCC) „ This advertisement announced the 
formation off the FFCC in Mew York City and declared the FPCC 
intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" 
to neutralise the distorted American press. 

"The Mew York Times", edition off January 11, 1961, reported 
that at a hearing conducted before the United States Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr. Charles 
A. Santos -Buch identified .himself and Robert Taber as organi- 
zers off the FPCC. He also testified he - and Taber obtained 
funds from the. Cuban Government which were applied toward the 
cost off tte© aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first two 
years off the FFCC’s existence there was a struggle between the 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their. power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy. This source added that during the past year there had 
been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role 
off these and other organizations 'in the FPCC so that their in- 
fluence as off May, 1963, was negligible. 




The SWP has been designated pursuant' to 
Executive Order 10450. 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that Vincent "Ted" Lee, 
FPCC National Office Director, was then formulating FPCC policy 
and had indicated that he had no intention off permitting FPCC 
policy to be determined by any other organization. This source 
stated that Le® believed that the FPCC should advocate resumption 
off diplomatic relations between Cuba and the United States and 
should support th® right off Cubans to manage their revolution 
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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (coat’d.) 
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without interff erence from other nations. Lee did not 
advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se. 


The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York Times" re- 
ported that Senator Thomas J. Dodd of Connecticut had called 
FPCC "The chief public relations instrument of the Castro 
network in the United States." It is .to be noted that Senator 
Dodd was a member of the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee 
which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 

The December 27, 1963, edition off "The New York World Telegram 
and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-Castro FPCC was seeking 
to go out of business and that its prime activity during its 
lifetime had been sponsorship off pro-Castro street rallies and 
mass picket lines, and the direction of an active propaganda 
mill highlighting illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its com- 
paratively brief span off life was attributed to mounting' anti- 
Castro American public opinion, the 1963 Congressional hearings 
which disclosed FPCC financing by Castro's United Nations Dele- 
gation, and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC re- 
ceived. from disclosure off activities on its behalf by suspected; 
presidential assassin Lee H. Oswald. 

Oh February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second source ad- 
vised that V. T. Lee had recently remarked that the FPCC was 
dead and that there were no plans to organize another similar 
organization.

MINUTEMEN 

£QW©EWWMr-- 

The Minutemen was organized in June, 1960 . Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri. ROBERT B. 

DE PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly identified 
as the founder and National Coordinator, of the organization 
since its inception. Membership of the Minutemen is claimed 
by DE PUGH to be in excess of 35,000 members; however, 
confidential sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated 
and that a more true estimate would be between 500 and 1,000 
members. Statements by DE PUGH and literature distributed 
by the organization indicate its purpose to be the resistance 
to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist influence within 
the United States; for the formation of a guerrilla or 
underground organization to combat the troops of any foreign 
powers which might eventually occupy this country; to resist 
passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of 
firearms. 


In April, 1966, DE PUGH stated the Minutemen organization 
was. then dividing itself into two bodies; one group to be 
members who have been able to mairfl&in their identity in complete 
secrecy from the public and government investigative agencies, 
and the other group to be made up of members who have been 
publicly identified and who will become active in the Patriotic 
Party. National conventions of the Patriotic Party were held 
in July, 1966, at Kansas City, Missouri, and July, 1967, at 
Kansas City, iSmsas . 

Members of the Minutemen organization, including 
ROBERT B. DE PUGH and his close associate, WALTER P. PEYS0N, 
have been arrested in the past on charges of violation of 
the Federal Firearms Act, Bank Robbery - Conspiracy, Illegal 
Possession of Firearms and Conspiracy to Arson. They have 
also engaged in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla tactics wherein 
machine guns, mortars, grenades and other firearms were 
employed . 
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MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) 


The March 13, 1964, edition of ’’The New York Times”, a daily 
newspaper published in New York, New York, contained an art 
on page 20 which indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE) , former 
national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI), who broke with 
the NOI on March 12, 1064, publicly announced in New York City 
on March 12, .1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosijjue, Incor- 
porated (MMI). The MMI, according to the article, would be a 
broadly based politically orientated black nationalist movement 
for Negroes, only, financed by voluntary contributions. In this 
public statement, MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine 
of non-violence when It is necessary to defend themselves in the 
civil rights struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form 
rifle clubs to protect their lives and property in time of 
emergencies in areas where the government is unable or unwilling 
to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 1964, with the 
Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York County, New York, New 
York, reflect that the MMI was incorporated under the Religious 
Corporation Law of the State of New York to work for the imparting 
of the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with 
"accepted Islamic principles” . The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

The May 23, 1964, edition of the 'New York Amsterdam News”, a 
weekly Negro newspaper published in New York City, contained an 
article by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he indicated that he 
had heard that the visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during 
his African tour has changed him to become soft in his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religious. 

On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised that the MMI is 
apparently affiliated with the true orthodpx Islamic Religion 
through its affiliation with the Islamic Foundation (of New York), 

1 Riverside Drive, New York City. The only teachings of the MMI are 
on the Islamic Religion.

MUSLIM MOSQUE, INCORPORATED (MMI) (continued) 

This confidential source advised on May 17, 1965, that the head- 
quarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 

2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, where they were establi- 
shed on March 16, 1964. These headquarters are shared with the 
Organization of Afro-American Unity, Incorporated (QAAU) which 
was also headed by MALCOLM X. 

MALXOLM X was assassinated ' on February 21, 1965, while addressing 
an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, Broadway and 166th Street, 
New York City. 

This same confidential source advised on September 8, 1965, that 
the activities of the MMI following the death of MALCOLM X were 
limited to the teaching of classes in the Islamic religion and a 
class in judo for self-protection. These classes were held re- 
gularly until the latter part of July, 1965, when they were dis- 
continued. Since then, the MMI has held no meetings and there has 
been absolutely no activity by the MMI which appears to be com- 
pletely "dead".

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans ®as formed as a result of a split in United States Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute, and the United 
Hans has the sarnie, aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation ©f the races. 


The first source and a second dource advised in Jftly, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the lu Klux Klan of 
America, Inc,, merged with Alabana Knights, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Ham. The merged organization established headquarters 
in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The 
organization is directed by ROBERT M. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, 
and is the dominant Klan group in the South, with units in 
several southern states) 


Second source advised that at a meeting in Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, Knights of the 
Ku^Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 7, 1968, that the UKA is 
currently an active organization, with Klaverns in several states. 
This Source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON is the Imperial Wizard 
of thijss : organization and was elected to this position on 
September 3, 1967, at a National Convocation in Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama iiL Source stated that during April, 1966, the National 
Office ws?^ moved from Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, to the carport of SHELTON's residence, #18 Lake 
Sherwood, Star Route, Northport, Alabama, which space he had 
converted into a room.

of school age. The Housing Authority stipulated that the 
Black Panther Party use this community room only for the purpose 
of serving breakfast and that any indoctrination or education 
bg the Black Panther Party be specifically prohibited. 

Source further .advised that the Black .Panther Party 
has used this community house on one occasion and that they 
have never returned nor offered an explanation for discontinuing 
its use. The community house is still feeing reserved on weekday, 
mornings for the Black Panther Party until such time as they 
indicate that they intend t© discontinue their program. 

On April 30, 1969, NM T~4 furnished the following tape 
recording of a press conference held at 45 Canton Street, Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, on April 30, 1969. BUTCH LEWIS, Captain of 
the Black Panther Party in Hartford, Connecticut, spoke in part 
as follows;

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On May 28, 1969, the Hartford Times, a daily newspaper 
published at Hartford, Connecticut, contained the following 
article entitled, "Panther Breakfasts Mobbed;" 

"The Black Panther Party fed a virtual army 
off children today for the third morning in 

a row. 

"The party has opened two 8 breakfast center ® 9 
for school children at Roman Catholic churches 
in the North End, and plan® to ©pen a third 
Monday at the Bellevue Square Center. 


"The project is financed by donations from 
black and white businessmen, and is run toy 
members off the Black Panthers and volunteers. 

"It is part off a nationwide movement toy Black 
Panthers to provide breakfast for school children. 

"Tte “feed the people 9 is also part ©f the doctrine 
of Mao Tse Tung, whose revolutionary principles 
the Panthers follow, one member of the breakfast 
team explained, pulling a red^bound copy of the 
Marxist’s sayings from his back pocket. 

"The program also had a more personal meaning for 
this Panther, who asked not to be identified in 
line, he said, with the party philosophy of 
avoiding 'leaders. 9 The youth, a tall 22° year-old 
who had served in Vietnam, looked up from the Mao 
sayings, and said; 

"*I was brought up in this neighborhood. A lot of 
times I went to school hungry. I know what it's 
like.’ 

"The program has been growing by leaps and bounds 
since it began Monday with 15 children in St. 
Michael's Church on Clark Street. Although there 
was some publicity through the usual channels, most 
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of it Urns been word of mouth* passed on 
by th® children themselves. 

"Wednesdays, there w@r® am estimated 30 
children at. on® time at the Sam Juan Catholic 
Center on Ely Street , and at least 60 at St. 
Michael's between 7 a.m. and 8?3® a. as. , when 
a reporter fro® The Times was. there. 

"Th© menu was sausage, bacon, ■ waffles , milk, 
and juice today, while yesterday there were egg®, 
grits, toast, and fried franks. 


"The cook® are youths themselves fro® junior 
high school age to the early 20s. They arrive at 
the breakfast ©enters at 6 a.®, and work until 
they have to catch their bus for school or work. 


"The older ones police the younger ones about 
being on. time for school. As ©&® youth told on© 
of the younger, boys, 5 We don't want trouble with 
your school work => w® dom°.t want anyone to be able 
to say we're the reason you're lat®.

"Second and third helpings are common, and on© 
youth reported a boy at Sam Juan's took on seven 
helpings this morning.

"Th® Panthers give everyone what they ask for. The 
only discipline is that they sit at th© table and wait 
to be served and b© relatively quiet - but not quite 
as still as one would have to be in school.

"Like those in most movements, the Panthers 
have a language all their own (A 'pig' is anybody 
who works for the power structure) and an 
immediate goal (get the white cops and the white 
stores out of the North End - the police because 
they are antagonistic and the stores because 
they take the money they earn out of the ghetto 
to West Hartford.') 

"With the children, however, they don’t talk 
philosophy. When one little girl was afraid to 
eat, one of the workers came out and sat down 
with her until she could. Another boy wouldn't 
say a word when he came in. After he had eaten, 
he didn't stop talking. 

"But the story the Panthers are proudest of is 
about the twins who refuse to tell the workers 
their names. All they keep saying, as they eat, 
is; 'We're black and we’re proud.® 


On June 14, 1969, NH T-5 advised that a rally was held 
by the Black Panther Party of Bridgeport, Connecticut, on June 14, 
1969, at New Field Park in Bridgeport to collect funds for bail 
money to obtain the release of the eight Black Panther Party 
members arrested in New Haven. 


Source stated that one of the speakers, CAROL SMITH, is 
the sister of FRANCIS CARTER, one of the eight Panthers arrested. 
CAROL SMITH stated that the reason the eight members of the Black 
Panther Party could not make bail was because the money that they 


9 . 
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had was for the Breakfast for Children Program and this money 
was taken by the New Haven , Connecticut , Police Department, at 
the time of arrest. Therefore, the Bridgeport Chapter is un- 
able to finance a Breakfast for Children Program at this time. 
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According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started dicing December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE 
SEALE, Black Panther Party Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON , 

BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a 
sentence of two to fifteen years on a conviction of man- 
slaughter in connection with the killing of an Oakland 
police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
stated that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue if September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yoirselves. The only culture 
worth keeping i;* revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywhere ! " 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
ir. the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it."

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Issues of ’’The Black Panther'* regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung 
of the People's Republic of China and feature MAO's 
statement that '’political power grows out of the barrel 
of a gun . ” 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located 
at 3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches 
have been established at various locations throughout the 
United States.

On May 22, 1969, NH T-l advised that eight members 
of the Black Panther Party in New Haven, Connecticut, were 
arrested on murder charges in connection with the discovery 
of a mutilated body in Middlefield, Connecticut, The eight 
were charged specifically with murder and conspiracy to commit 
murder as a result of the investigation which was being 
conducted concerning Black Panther activities in New Haven. 

A heavily armed team of local, State and Federal police 
officers raided the Party headquarters at 365 Orchard Street, 
New Haven, shortly after 1 a.m., May 22, 1969, to effect most 
of the above mentioned arrests. 


The team seized a number of weapons, a large amount 
of amunition and a tape recording of a ’’kangaroo trial" which 
preceded the victim's murder. The recording and marks on the 
body of the victim indicated that he was tortured before being 
shot in the head and chest. 

The victim, identified as ALEX RACKLEY, 24 years 
of age, of New York City, and formerly of Jacksonville, 
Florida, reportedly had been a member of the Black Panther 
Party in New York for the past six months.

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NH T-I stated on the night of May 20, 1969, RACKLEY 
was transported to New Haven and eventually was placed on 
trial in New Haven, The exact reason for this trial is 
not absolutely clear, although it involved problems within 
the Black Panther Party, RACKLEY was no longer a trusted

NH T-l advised that during the course of the tria}, 
RACKLEY was scalded with boiling water, stabbed with an

Those arrested were WARREN KIMBRO, age 35, a Lieutenant 
in the Black Panther Party, who gave his address as 365 
Orchard Street; ERXCKA HUGGINS, age 21, 127 Hurlburt Street, 
a Black Panther Party member, whose husband, JOHN, was slain 
in California, during a dispute between warring black student 
factions of the Black Panther Party there; MARGARET HUDGINS, 
age 21, a member of the Black Panther Party who resided at 
275 Washington Avenue; MAUDE FRANCIS, age 18, 365 Orchard 
Street; JEANNIE WILSON, age 18, 365 Orchard Street; ROSE SMITH,

"A series of new developments unfolded Thursday 
(May 22, 1969) following the early morning arrest of 
eight members of New Haven’s Black Panther party 
on charges of murder and conspiracy to commit 
murder, 

" - A city official revealed that police are 
searching for a second man they believe may 
have been ’tried' by an alleged Panther kangaroo 
court ; 

" - The Black Panthers held a news conference 
Thursday afternoon and denied all charges, 
claiming they were ’trumped up; ' 

" - Police Chief James F, Ahern said that ’other 
people, both in New Haven and in other 
jurisdictions' are still being sought in 
connection with the case, Ahern said that at 
least two men are being sought; , 

" - New York lawyers William Kunstler and 
Gerald Lefcourt, who are defending 21 Panthers 
indicted for conspiracy in New York City came 
to New Haven to take charge of the case - at 
least temporarily;

’’The murder and conspiracy trials will be 
handled by a state court (Superior Court). 

If it is proved that the dead man was brought 
across state lines, or that any of the 
sought-after men crossed state lines, 
additional charges may be filed. These would 
be heard in federal court, 

"The eight, six women and two men, were arrested 
at about 1 a.m. Thursday in an apartment at 365 
Orchard St, All wjere charged with murder and 
conspiracy to commit murder, 

"The arrests came some eight hours after a 
fisherman discovered the body of Alex Rackley, 
24, of New York City, in a shallow pond in 
Middlef ield , 

"Police said the victim had been tortured and 
mutilated in the New Haven apartment where the 
arrests were made. 

"The alleged trial of a second man is said to 
be recorded on a tape which police seized during 
the arrests Thursday morning. Police reportedly 
are checking to determine the man's whereabouts. 
They believed he received a c 90-day suspension 1 
from the party,,.," 

A four-page mimeographed newsletter 
captioned, "The Heritage Hall Crow," 
identified as Volume 1, January, 1968, 
listing the address cf the Dixwell 
Community House, contained an article 
entitled, "The Black Coalition of 
Heritage Hall."

On May 26, 1969, NH T-2 advised that LONNIE MC LUCAS. 
RORY HITHE, GEORGE SAMS, JR. and LANDON ROBERT WILLIAMS were 
involved in the above mentioned conspiracy te commit murder 
and the kidnapping of victim, ALEX RACKLEY. 

On May 27, 1969, local warrants were obtained 
concerning the above four individuals charging them with 
the kidnaping - murdering on or about May 20, 1969 of 
victim ALEX RACKLEY, reported member of the Black Panther 
Party in New York City. On the same date, an authorized 
complaint was filed before United States Commissioner ARTHUR 
H. LATIMER, at New Haven, Connecticut, and Commissioner's 
warrants were issued for the arrest of these individuals, 
charging them with violation of United States Code, Title 18, 
Section 1073, Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution, 

On May 26, 1969, NH T-3 advised that the following 
individuals were rumored to have arrived in Chicago, Illinois,

JR., who was known as "WADDEL;" and RORY B. HITHE, who also 
was known as "SAM."

On June 5, 1969, LANDON WILLIAMS and RORY HITHE 
were arrested by Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and the Denver Police Department at Black Panther Party 
Headquarters, 3401 Franklin Street, in Denver, Colorado. 

Twelve members of the Black Panther Party were present at 
Headquarters in Denver at the time of this arrest and all 
denied having knowledge that WILLIAMS and HITHE were in the 
building. 


On June 6, 1969, LONNIE MC LUCAS was arrested by 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation at the Office 
of the Western Union in Salt Lake City, Utah. 

On June 6, 1969, NH T-l advised that 
: RORY ‘HITHE and LANDON WILLIAMS were 

members of the Black Panther Party working 
-o out of San Francisco, California. GEORGE 

SAMS is also a member of the Black 
Panther Party and works for the Party out 
of Detroit, Michigan. LONNIE MC LUCAS 
is a Field Lieutenant for the Black 
Panther Party in the State of Connecticut. 

He was recently suspended by the National 
Black Panther Party but still remained 
active in Black Panther Party activities in 
New Haven, and in Connecticut.

According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE 
SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of 
Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of two 
to fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter in 
connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, ’’The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
stated that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywhere!" 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it."

On May 16, 1969, Major KEEFE advised that Mrs. BARBARA 
HENDERSON, President of the ACP met with Connecticut Governor 
JOHN DEMPSEY and officials of Hartford City Hall at which 
time the ACP was promised ithat corrective action would be 
taken in regard to lowering the river area passing the Charter 
Oak Housing Project. As a result of the meeting, a small 
orderly demonstration was held. No BPP members were observed 
at the meeting or at the demonstration on May 16, 1969. 

On May 1?, 1969, Major KEEFE advised that the demonstra- 
tions had stopped and were not expected to resume due to 
Governor DEMPSEY ordering the removal of dams along the river 
which would effect the lowering at concerned points.

Major KEEFE stated that the demonstrations which were held 
were peaceful, had no racial overtones, and no arrests were 
made.

According to its official newspaper , the Black 
Panther Party ( BPP) was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE 
SEALE, BPP Chairman , and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of 
Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of two 
to fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter in 
connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, ’’The Black Panther,” which 
further describes itself as the ’’Black Community News Service,” 
stated that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as ’’pigs” who should be killed . 

'The Black Panther” issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywhere!” 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of ’’The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it."

Wis. license P15-381 is registered to R0 D. MULLINS, 112 N. 
Main, Prairie du Chien, Wis. 

A search of Milwaukee indices reflects a reference to a Mrs. 

R. D. MULLINS (MI 31-1336). It should be noted that this file 
indicates that Mr. and Mrs. R. D. MULLINS were long time 
employees of the National Literary Association, P0 Box 1080, 
Terre Haute, Ind. During the 1948 WSTA investigation, it was 
determined that a complaint had been erroneously made against 
Mrs. MULLINS, who had recruited a girl in Milwaukee to serve 
as a salesman for the above company. 

There were no further references to the MULLINS'. 

On 6/6/69, ROBERT DALE MULLINS, Route 1, Prairie du Chien, 
Wis., advised SA HOBART C. LOVETT that he is the owner of a 
1967 white Pontiac GTO convertible, bearing Wis. license 
P15-381. Instant car was observed on the premises at the 
time of interview and was noted to be bearing Wis. license 
P15-381. 

MULLINS, who is employed by Publishers Circulation Co., 

9219 Barton Highway, Little Rock, Ark., as a sales supervisor, 
advised that he, his wife, NANCY, and a magazine sales crew 
which he supervised spent approximately two weeks during the 
latter part of February, 1969 selling magazine subscriptions 
in the Hartford, Conn. area. He advised that he and the 
entire crew stayed in a motel during the time they were in 
Hartford; however, he is unable to recall the name of the 
motel.

MULLINS advised that he and LEVI iwWLS, a member of the sales crew 
he hired through the Youth Opportunity Center, Wichita, Kans., 
in October, 1968, were the only individuals who drove instant car 
in the Hartford area. RAWLS, a Negro\ confined most of the 
selling activities in the vicinity of the university and the 
residential areas where the wealthier class of people lived. 

MULLINS, a Caucasian, who has resided in the Wisconsin-Iowa area 
most of his entire life and a long time supervisor of magazine 
crews, advised he has never in any way been associated with the 
BPP, and he would have no reason to believe that RAWLS was ever 
involved with that organization. He advised that in all probability 
it was coincidental that his car was parked in front of the BPP 
meeting place in Hartford and it was probably so parked when 
RAWLS was engaged in selling subscriptions. 

MULLINS advised that RAWLS left the crew in Chicago, 111. about 
2/27/69 to live with his brother, name unrecalled, who was residing 
in the Chicago area. , 

MULLINS advised that RAWLS, who has a good voice and is musically 
inclined, was contemplating seeking a job as a night club 
entertainer when he left the crew in Chicago. He advised that he 
had the highest respect for RAWLS, whom he considers to be a very 
responsible, honest and trustworthy individual. He further 
described RAWLS as a high class Negro who, to his knowledge, never 
associated with any others of his race in the various cities in 
which they worked. MULLINS advised that RAWLS never manifested 
any anti-white or militant tendencies.

A characterization of the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) appears in the Appendix. 

The "'Bridgeport Post," a daily newspaper published at Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, in its issue of June 15, 1969, contained an article 
entitled "Panther Rally Conducted; No Incidents," which read in 
part as follows? 

"More than 200 persons heard members of the Black Panther 
party talk about the Hartford riots, New Haven arrests, 
police, black solidarity, and the Black Panther "ideals’ 
and programs at a community rally yesterday in Newfield 
park. There were no incidents or violence, JIM BARRETT, 
a member of the Black Panther party, opened the rally by 
stating that the main idea was 'to show support in a racist 
city for those jailed in New Haven*, noting that 'first we 
will explain what the Black Panther party is*' Among the 
speakers were Black Panther leaders from Hartford and New 
Haven, as well as from the Bridgeport chapter which sponsored 
the rally. 


’"Mr. BARRETT said that the Black Panthers sponsored break- 
fasts for children, community schools, and other programs to 
give blacks control of their community. He cited the second 
amendment to the U. S. Constitution which states that 
individuals have the right to bear arms --adding that this 
is why the Black Panthers feel they should be allowed to. 


"Thoughts of Mao? He also quoted Mao tse Tung saying that 
'war can only be abolished through war®. He concluded that 
'if you can relate to Mao tse Tung and the Black Panther 
platform, we can relate to you no matter what your color*.

"A leader of the Hartford chapter explained the cause of the 
recent Hartford riots, criticizing police tactics and stating 
that the Black Panthers wanted to 'get rid of those who arerft 
doing our people right'. 

'He said that they 'did their things on white and black store 
owners and the police got mad'. 

"Confusion on Slaying; A Black Panther member from New Haven 
said that she had visited FRANCES CARTER and PEGGY HUDGINS, 
two of the women arrested in connection with the death of 
ALEX RACKLEY and noted that they are 'keeping up their spirits'. 
She said that the charges against them, and against the others 
arrested, were 'invalid' adding that 'as far as we know there 
is no dead man’. 

"LAWRENCE TOWNSEND, a Bridgeport Black Panther, stated that 
RACKLEY was a brother in good standing, not an informer as 
police said. He added that 'the police are using this as 
an excuse to smash Black Panther headquarters across the 
country'. Criticizing the police attitude towards guns, he 
said, 'if we pick up guns they say we're racist, but we 
merely use it for self defense'. 

"During TOWNSEND 's speech, Mr. BARRETT held up a sign with 
the quotation from Mao tse Tung 'Political power grows out of 
the barrel of a gun'. Mr. TOWNSEND said that 'political 
education is what we need'.... 

"The next speaker was a leader from the New Haven chapter, the 
brother-in-law of the former leader, WARREN KIMBRO, who was 
one of the eight arrested in connection with the RACKLEY murder. 
He commented on attempts by the police to implicate BOBBY SEALE, 
chairman of the Black Panther party, who arrived in New Haven 
on the Monday before the body was found in the RACKLEY murder. 
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"He suggested that the police must have known who RACKLEY 
was when the body was found because it takes 48 hours to 
get photo identification from Washington and the New Haven 
headquarters was raided eight hours later. 

"A Bridgeport Black Panther criticized local black leaders 
for not vigorously working to improve housing conditions. 

"He also criticized the city for putting more industry into 
the West End to add to the health problem already created by 
burning at the city dump."... 

BRIDGEPORT CHAPTER ; !• 

On June 14, 1969, NH T-l advised as follows; 

A BPP rally was held on this date at New Field Park, 
Bridgeport, from approximately 4;30 p.m 0 , until 6;45 p,m, 
There were approximately 200 people present including 
children and teenagers. About nine individuals spoke. 

CAROL SMITH asked for donations to provide bail for 
eight Black Panthers who she claims have been falsely 
arrested and charged with murder. 

One of the individuals arrested is CAROL SMITH'S sister, 
FRANCES CARTER.

According to CAROL SMITH, the eight Black Panthers who 
have been arrested by the New Haven, Connecticut, Police 
Department, cannot make their bail and no funds are currently 
available to provide bail. 

A black male who identified himself as a Black Panther, 
commented that he was a resident of Father Panik Village, 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, and formerly worked for Remington 
Shaver located in Bridgeport, and recently was transferred 
to Milford, Connecticut, for less pay. 

He said that this was the first time he had spoken in public 
and might not have a job on Monday. However, this did not 
present a problem, and he could go back on welfare. 

This individual said that the black race has its ’'pigs" 
and one is CHARLES TISDALE (Executive Director of Action 
for Bridgeport Community Development). 

The Black Panther Party has prepared leaflets accusing 
TISDALE and the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) of being "fa*feist pigs." 

BPP members attended an NAACP meeting for three hours 
the other night and found the NAACP had no program for 
black people .

In the next few months the BPP will show people 
how to get better jobs in Bridgeport, There is the talk 
concerning freedom but the only way that the BPP will get 
freedom is out of the muzzle of a gun. This individual 
said he was quoting MAO TSE T5UNG. 

Another speaker claimed he was from Hartford, 

Connecticut, and said that ALEX HACKLE? had been killed by 
the "facist pigs” who then tried to blame the BPP, He said 
that RACKLEY was a panther in good standing and not a police 
informant as claimed. 

This individual claimed that RACKLEY was killed by 
the police. Other individuals commented as did this speaker. 

Some individuals in the crowd were recognized as 
good church members. These individuals left during the panther 
speeches. The speaker called them black pigs because they left. 

Black people who attended the rally spoke privately 
concerning the stupidity of the speakers. 

The speakers made an impression only on some stupid 
few who were in the audience. The BPP speakers had trouble 
getting the people in the audience to raise their hands in the 
black power salute. 

A minister and several other individuals left the area 
because of the profanity used by the Black Panther speakers. 

NH T-2 advised on June 4, 1969, that he was not present 
at the BPP meeting which was held on this date. However, he 
learned the following from individuals who were in attendance at this 
meetings 


CAROL SMITH told those in attendance at the meeting 
that actually there had been no murder in New Haven, Connecticut, 
for which the Black Panthers had been arrested as far as she knew. 
The murder charge was a trumped up charge to discredit the Panthers.

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An individual named JAMES BARRETT discussed what the 
BPP could do to better the community and serve the people. 

LAWRENCE TOWNSEND discussed how bad the white man was. 

He mentioned MAO TSE TSUNG and he said that violence was the only 
way to achieve political aims.

All of the above individuals have been described to 
BUCHANAN by police informants as members of the BPP. 

Sergeant BUCHANAN also observed TOMMY DODD and VIRGINIA 
BARRY, a Vista worker, at this meeting. He cannot say specifically 
that VIRGINIA BARRY or TOMMY DODD are members of the BPP. However, 
they are known to him to associate with BPP members. 

At this meeting VIRGINIA BARRY was accompanied by ERNEST 
PARKER and EMMANEUL BURTON. 

Special Agents of the FBI observed the BPP meeting in 
progress. CAROL SMITH was observed by agents of the FBI arriving at 
the meeting at 5:00 p.m. in a Ford Falcon, Connecticut Registration 
FS 1220, Approximately five minutes after she had been at the meeting 
she returned to this car, took signs from the car, and returned to

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On June 14, 1969, '"The Black Panther,” a weekly newspaper 
published by the Black Community News Service in San 
Francisco, California;, contained an article entitled, 

"Pigs Making Last Bitch Stand,” which stated in part as 
follows: 

"The fascist pigs of the power structure are striking 
out wildly and overtly as all reactionaries do when 
they are on the verge of . destruction# The reactions 
of these pigs range from ’charging Black Panthers with 
everything from conspiracy to murder. The pigs have 
even committed murder in. order to frame and jail 
Panthers. They began their intensive effort to wipe 
out the Black Panther Party by arresting 21 members 
of the New York Chapter. They charged the National 
Chairman of the Black Panther Party with inciting the 
riot at the Democratic National Convention in Chicago. 

Their latest effort has been to murder a brother and 
arrest eight Panthers from the Connecticut chapter for 
murder and conspiracy to commit murder. 

”The fascist FBI forced their way into the Chicago 
headquarters of the Black Panther Party under the 
pretext of wanting to capture GEORGE SAMS. GEORGE 
SAMS was not there. They busted eight Panthers anyway, 
illegally took equipment and files that they had no c 

right to, and they stole $3,000.00 in cash. Just two 
days prior to these fascist acts, two members of the 
Black Panther Party were arrested on charges of unlawful 
flight to avoid persecution. Assistant Pig U. S. Attorney 
GORDON ABBOT said that LANBON ROBERT WILLIAMS and RORY 
HITHE had been charged in Connecticut with kidnaping, 
murder, and "binding*.

HARTFORD CHAPTER 

On June 23, 1969, NM T~4 advised ttoat ttoe captain and ttoe 
leader off the Hartford Chapter off ttoe BPP, CHARLES "BOTCH"’ 
LEWIS, is being phased out off hi® position because off bis 
moderate views. The source stated that MM W1SMSY MOUNDS 
off Hartford who was previously ttoe field lieutenant and 
political education instructor, is attempting to take over 
leadership. MOUNDS is considered more radical and militant 
and allegedly toas "demolition" experience. Source stated 
ttoat meetings off the BPP are being toeld at various places 
in the city off Hartford. These include 2106 Main Street, 

45 Canton Street, and ttoe North Methodist Church, corner of 
Woodland Street and Albany , Avenue, Hartford. Source stated 
that this church is also being used for mimeographing Black 
Panther material. Source stated that the BPP bar® formed a 
Junior BPP and ttoat these junior members receive their orders 
and instructions from the BPP. Source estimated that the BPP 
has about thirty- three to thirty-five actual Black Panther 
members .

BLACK PANTHER PARTY, aka 

Slack Pa nther party for Be l f-De Tense 


According to its official newspaper, the Slack 
Panther Party ij.3PP} was started during December, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people so they 
can take control of the life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY GEORGE 
SEALE, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister of 
Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence of two 
to fifteen years on a conviction of manslaughter in 
connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, ’’The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
stated that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

,• "Black men. Black people, colored persons of 

America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywhere!" 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 

We will overthrow it."
